starch manufacturers come in fora 
share of attention this week, ten of the

the fence, and the cause of the opposi- 
tion is fully detailed in our editorial 
columns. Buyers of ‘naval stores will 
be interested in the review of the mar 

ket for spirits of turpentine, which has 
experienced a checkered career since 
the opening of the year. The factthat 
a physician has a right to slander pro- 
prietary goods when his statements 
are not based on malice, is commented 
upon in another article. A _ lively 
trade-mark fight is in. progress among 
certain manufacturers of iron bitters, 
and the status of the case will be 
found fully outlined editorially. Men- 
tion is also made of an effort to have 
the German Empire reduce or abolish 
the duty on lubricating oils; as the 
agitation was started and the move. 
ment is conducted by importers 
and consumers in Germany, the mat- 
ter will doubtless receive the attention 
it deserves from the lawmakers; copies 
of the petition and explanatory card 
now in circulation,and which were sent 
expressly to the REPORTER, have been 
translated and will be found in another 
column; the importance of this move- 
ment cannot be overestimated, as a 
reduction of duties means a much 
larger outlet of American lubricating 
oils and a permanent restoration of 
the business lost through unwise 
legislation in Germany. 

Among the many miscellaneous arti- 
cles contained in this issue may be 
mentioned the discovery of a clay 
mine in a Philadelphia cellar; a trea- 
tise on pine leaf oil as manufactured 
in the South: the honey and beeswax 
trade in California; the increased con- 
sumption of muriate of potash as plant 
food; an expert is interviewed on the 
Western gas belts; more testimony 
is added to the important discovery 
of quieting angry sea waves by the 
application of oil; the success achieved 
in pouring oil upon troubled waters 
has attracted world-wide attention 
and improved suggestions are daily 
coming to the surface.

but it is dressed up in new 
form by a writer for the Connecticut 
State Board of Health. An article on 
recent chemical researches is made up 
of brief references to several matters 
of interest to all readers, The New 
York Petroleum and Stock Exchange 
is not going to be outdone in magnifi- 
cent intentions, if we are to judge 
from the scheme to build a gorgeous 
temple dedicated to petroleum; the 
managers of the petroleum mart are 
not of the calibre to agitate a matter 
and let it die out; they brought about 
the consolidation, and the building of 
a home is the final step to a realization 
of their hopes.

The increased supplies of Japan wax 
have prevented the market from re- 
covering lost ground, and although 
the commercial uses of the article have 
extended to an important extent, the 
Chinese ports continue to fill up the 
American markets beyond the demand. 
It is preferred to any other wax at the 
Government armories for greasing 
their arms; it enters largely into the 
manufacture of confectionery, and 
for laundry purposes every Chinaman 
is sure to have his native wax perform 
the necessary work instead of beeswax, 
but the latter has not been altogether 
displaced in the large laundry estab- 
lishments. Leather and soap manu 
facturers also have a preference for 
Japan wax, and it is said that the 
article forms a part of all the wax 
paper placed upon the market, and 
that it is used in making varnish. The 
melting point is said to be against 
Japan wax for manufacturing Amer- 
ican candles,and the price being higher 
than paraffine that would be another 
point against its use for this purpose. 
The competition of paraffine wax has 
also limited the consumption of the 
foreign article in waxing floors. The 
market for Japan wax has remained 
about steady at fourteen cents for 
bleached and ten cents for unbleached, 
while the oulet is gradually expanding 
more especially for the bleached 
grades.

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MANUFACTURERS ORGANIZING TO 
MEET ORGANIZED LABOR. 

Reports published in any single sec- 
tion of the country, fail to give any- 
thing like a full list of the labor strikes 
that are occurring all over the United 
States at the present time. The more 
extensive strikes, like those of the rail- 
way operatives, the coal miners or the 
employes of the larger manufacturing 
industries, are generally chronicled 
throughout the newspaper press. But 
there is a large number of smaller 
establishments which have for the past 
three months been more or less at log- 
gerheads with their employes, and 
have, by reason thereof, contributed a 
vast amount of idle time to the de- 
pressing influences of that period. No 
section of the country and no class of 
manufacturers have been exempt from 
this epidemic of labor troubles, which, 
we believe, has been’as much deplored 
by a majority of the working people 
themselves as it has by their employ- 
ers. Were the organization of the 
Knights of Labor perfected on the 
principles upon which it is based, most 
of the lesser strikes that have occurred 
and many of the larger ones, would 
have been averted. But as yet the 
organization of labor has only gone far 
enough to make it a constant menace 
to the peaceful relations between it and 
capital, and it must advance materially 
before it can become the guardian of 
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those relations, which Mr. Powderly 
and some of his intelligent associates 
hope to make it. Meanwhile, every 
employer feels the danger to which he 
is exposed while organiz2d labor is 
still in the hands of the demagogues

There seems to 
be much wisdom in the suggestion 
made by Mr. George J. Seabury, in a 
letter published last week in one of 
the local papers of Orange, N. J.,where 
his factory is located, that the way to 
meet organization is by organization, 
Essex county, N. J., which comprises 
Newark, the Oranges, and several 
other manufacturing towns, has been 
the seat of noend of labor troubles 
during the past few years, and Mr.

That gentleman shows 
that so easily are strikes fomented 
that outside parties, aiming solely at 
injury to his interests, have been able 
to take advantage of the present epi- 
demic of labor disaffection, to bring 
about a strike among his operatives 
when no grievance existed, and none 
was even hinted. at until after the 
breach had been made. In that 
county the Knights of Labor seem to 
be less powerful than the county 
Trades Assembly, in which are banded 
all of the separate trade organizations 
which make a common cause of the 
fights of each separate Union or trade. 
This he proposes to meet by an or- 
ganization of all the manufacturers in 
the county, which shall also be gov- 
erned by the much vaunted principle of 
the labor organizations, ‘‘The injury of 
one is the concern of all. ’I1t can readily 
beseen that thereis a common inter- 
est among manufacturers, when they 
can lay aside the jealousies of compe- 
tition long enough to see the common 
dangers which menace them, and the 
strength which labor now finds in its 
own union aud the lack of union 
among employers, could at least be 
made to exert itself in more reasonable 
ways if those whom it attacks repre- 
sented parts of a well-formed organi- 
zation instead of single concerns. 
Where skilled labor is employed, and 
unions of such laborers exist, in what- 
ever sections the manufacturers are 
located, they should be prepared to 
co operate in any just cause, but the 
employers of unskilled labor could 
only co-operate through unions of all 
classes of manufactures in certain in- 
dustrial centers. Such organizations, 
conferring with the Knights of Labor, 
would seldom fail to adjust any fair 
difference between employer and em- 
ployee,and they would be ina position 
to resist by common cause the occa- 
sional unjust and unallowable de- 
mands which Trades Assemblies, and 
other combinations of laborers repre- 
senting many establishments, seek to 
enforce by the strength of numbers 
against an individual concern or a 
single industry. The pleasantest re- 
lations between a manufacturer and 
his operatives are liable at any mo- 
ment to be disturbed by the political 
demagogues and other sharks who 
masquerade as “labor advocates,” 
when they are really advocates of the

A COMBINATION OF WESTERN 
STARCH MAKERS. 

Reports !rom Chicago on Friday last 
were to the effect that the manufac- 
tnrers of corn starch were in session in 
that city for the purpose of forming a 
combination with the object of better- 
ing the condition of trade. There are 
something like twenty-five corn starch 
manufacturers in the United States, 
and none of them have been making 
apy money, while excessive competi- 
tion has steadily reduced the selling 
price until it now barely covers the 
eost of production. No effort has 
been made to curtail the production, 
and more starch is being turned out 
annually than the consuming trade 
has use for. The manufacturers are 
willing to work on a small margin, but 
when so much competition exists it is 
impossible to keep prices on a paying 
basis. Combination has been looked 
upon as the only effectual check to 
this unhealthy condition of trade, but 
the idea of combination has been op- 
posed by several of the largest and 
wealthiest manufacturers unless they 
can have a controlling voice in the di- 
rection of affairs. At the Chicago 
meeting, which extended over two 
days, there were ten mills represented, 
but the report does not say whether 
any of the dissenting manufacturers 
referred to were present. Judging 
from the unsatisfactory results of the 
first session it would appear that some 
of these gentlemen took part in the 
proceedings. None of the Eastern 
mills were represented, and the sequel 
would indicate that they were not 
wanted. The meeting adjourned Fri- 
day, after a decision to advance prices 
had been reached, but as the amourt 
of increase has been left to the discre- 
tion of the president of the associa- 
tion, it will probably not be made pub- 
lic for several days. 

Among the trade here the meeting 
was believed to be in the nature of a 
feeler. The opposition to combina- 
tion before mentioned would, unless 
entirely overcome, prevent any per 


manufacturers manifest a willingness 
to support the ten who have organized. 
In any event the Eastern manufac- 
turers are not to share in any improve- 
ment resulting from this movement, it 
being given out that one of the chief 
objects of the combination is to arrange 
prices in the West on a basis that will 
admit of a profit and at the same time 
not encourage competition from the 
East. Theattemptto carry out this 
somewhat difficult programme will be 
watched with interest by manufac- 
turers and dealers here. There seems 
to be no immediate prospect of a com- 
bination among the Eastern manufac- 
turers, though the same conditions, 
adverse to the manufacturing inter- 
ests, prevail in this section to as great 
an extent as in the West. As starch 
cannot be produced at two and a half 
cents, even at the present cost of corn, 
and yield a profit to the consumer, it 
is thought to be only a question of 
time before either some form of or- 
ganization is resorted to to regulate the 
production, or some of the manufac- 
turers are compelled to withdraw from 
the field. 





THE SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE 
MARKET. 


For some time past the market for 
spirits o: turpentine has been gradu- 
ally growing weaker, and it now seems 
probable that the day of high prices is 
past though it is expected that the de- 
cline will be gradual until the middle 
or the end of next month, when sum- 
mer prices will be reached. The new 
crop is beginuing to come in more 
freely, Savannah at present being the 
principal receiving point, from which 
the majority of supplies are being 
drawn by the other markets. The 
position of the market has been up to 
the present time somewhat peculiar. 
Over-exporting placed London in pos- 
session of the bulk of the world’s sup- 
ply, but the near approach of the new 
crop season robbed this unusual cir- 
cumstance of much of its importance 
and leaves London with amuch larger 
supply than she has any use for, and 
will no doubt have considerable effect 
upon the immediate future of the 
article. The shipments to the other 
side at a time when the New York 
market was badly supplied gave rise 
to the unusual circumstance of the im- 
portation from England of five hun- 
dred barrels two weeks ago and the 
receipt of this invoice here was no 
doubt one of the chief causes of the 


‘decline, or at least precipitated it, 


though the simultaneous arrival of 
several Georgetown vessels was prob- 
ably the chief factor in bringing about 
the downward movement. 


The outlook conveys the impression 
that after the middle of May prices 
will settle down to the neighborhood of 
thirty-two cents in the Southern mar- 
kets,sales having been made there dur- 
ing the past week at that figure,against 
thirty-three cents last year for deliver- 
ies during June, July and August, 
while for New York about thirty-five 
to thirty-six cents are indicated, that 
being the basis of sales for the sun:mer 
months made this week. It is too 
early yet to express an opinion regard- 
ing the extent of the crop, but the 
present indications are that there will 
be plenty of spirits af turpentine this 
season. In connection with the state- 
meut that the exports to the other side 
have been in excess of requirements, 
the following statement giving the 
shipments for the past two years, from 
the Charleston News and Courier, will 
prove interesting :

THE DUTY CN LUBRICATING OILS 
IN GERMANY. 


A prominent importer of American 
lubricating oils and colors at Hamburg 
has organized a movement for appeal- 
ing to the German Parliament for a 
reduction of duty on heavy mineral 
oils. American lubricating oils en- 
tered Germany free of duty prior to 
January 1, 1884, but subsequently all 
importations had to pay four and 
three-fifths cents per gallon, and on 
July 1, 1885, the rate was increased to 
seven and _ three-fourths cents per 
gallon. This enormous tax of one 
hundred per cent. of the value has 
greatly diminished the exports of 
American lubricating oils to that 
country, itis claimed, and importers 
as well have suffered an important 
decline in business. In another col- 
umn of this issue will be found the 
draft of a petition to the High Im- 
perial Council of the German Ewpire 
and an explanatory card to the trade 
in that country, copies of which were 
kindly sent us by Mr. Franz Sander, 
who started the agitation and is now 
engineering the movement to briug 
about the much needed change in the 
German tariff. The efforts of Mr. 
Sander and all others interested with 
him, will certainly be commended by 
American manufacturers, and it is to 
be hoped that the protest will be 
vigorously pushed to the end. Weare 
advised that the movement is enthusi- 
astically supported by the majority of 
German consumers, and every hope is 
entertained of a successful issue, as the 
law-makers of the Empire cannot ig- 
nore the substantial and influential 
backing, accompanied by the convinc- 
ing arguments set forth in the petition 
of complaint and remonstrance.

SLANDERING PROPRIETARY 
GOODS. 

Judge Arnold of Philadelphia has 
decided in the case of Engelman vs. 
Seiler as stated in last week’s issue, 
that physicians have a perfect right to 
give their views upon any known rem- 
edy, as it is a question of the highest 
privilege, and an expression of opin- 
ion bya scientific man to a class of 
men asin this case, is important and 
valuable. A suit had been entered by 
the proprietor of a hay fever cure to 
recover damages from Dr. Seiler for 
slandering the article during a lecture 
delivered before the Alumini Associa- 
tion of the Philadelphia College of 
Pharmacy, but malice could not be 
proven and a verdict was rendered for 
the defendant. The term “privileged 
communications” covers a multitude 
of transgressions against personal rep- 
utations and the law,and as physicians 
are privileged individuals, medicine 
proprietors now realize the necessity 
of preventing friction between them- 
selves and the practitioners so as not 
to incur their displeasure. It requires 
years to build up a reputation for a 
proprietary article, but an influential 
physician has the power to blast it in 
a few weeks and is supported by the 
courts, provided no malice is shown. 
The thinking public, however, prop- 
erly judge the merits of proprietary 
goods by practical use and are not 
always ready to accept the opinions of 
practitioners. On the other hand it is 
perhaps well that the privilege of hon- 
est criticism is not denied physicians, 
as they arein a position to do some 
public good in this respect, but there 
is danger that some critics may over- 
step the bounds of prudence and 
prompted by revenge, denounce a pro- 
prietary article without cause. The 
trial of the case referred to developed 
a very important point to retail drug- 
gists. A Philadelphia pharmacist was 
called by the prosecution to produce 
his prescription files in court in order 
to show whether the defendant had 
purchased any powder similar to the 
hay fever cure. The prescriptions 
were taken into court but the jud g 
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ruled that no one should read them 
except the owner who was allowed to 
be questioned by the plaintiff whether 
any of the prescriptions of the defend- 
ant were composed of a powder or 
marked for hay fever. This ruling 
protects the private property of the 
druggist in court and maintains rights 
which the public are bound to respect.

THE DISPUTED VISCOSITY:TEST. 


As the question of viscosity in rela- 
tion to the valuation of oils intended 
for the lubrication of machinery, has 
been the bone of coutention among oil 
manufacturers in this country for some 
time, they will be interested in the 
article published on another page of 
the REPORTER upon the subject of 
viscosmetry or the determination of vis- 
cosity, by Dr. Boverton Redwood, the 
London chemist. The paper was read 
before the London section of the So- 
ciety of Chemical Industry, and ad- 
vance sheets were sent by the author 
for publication in the REPORTER, but 
unfortunately they were transported 
across the ocean in the steamer Ore- 
gon and went to the bottom of the sea 
with the remainder of the mail matter, 
only to be fished out some miles away 
from the scene of the disaster last 
week and reaching us ina thoroughly 
water-soaked condition. As will be 
perceived by a careful perusal of the 
paper, Dr. Redwood does not arrive at 
his conclusions from a hasty investiga- 
tion of the subject; he not only quotes 
criticises and approves certain state- 
ments of different writers here and 
abroad, but he gives the result ofa 
personal research and recites his expe- 
rience from laboratory and practical 
tests in plain language. The informa- 
tion gained while on his American 
tour last year is also incorporated in 
the remarks. It is some satisfaction 
for the REPORTER to note that he fol- 
lows out a similar line of argument ad- 
vanced from time to time in these col- 
umns and that tenable reasons are as- 
signed for supporting the viscosity 
test. In order to fully realize the im- 
portance of the value of a good test of 
viscosity, he first considers the laws of 
fluid friction as applicable to the cir- 
cumstances under which liquids are 
employed in the lubrication of ma- 
chinery. He argues that “the more 
viscous the lubricant, the greater the 
pressure which can be sustained,” and 
that the viscosity of the lubricant 
should be in proportion to the pres- 
sure, or the amount should vary ac- 
eording to the circumstances under 
which the lubricant is to be used. The 
viscosity of all oils and especially of 
mineral oils, he states, is largely affect- 
ed by change of temperature and it is 
recommended to give the preference to 
an oil which varies least in viscosity 
within the limits of temperature to 
which it is likely to be subjected. 

This subject has attracted wide 
spread attention in manufacturing 
circles during the past few months and 
some brands of American mineral oils 
are now being put forward on the 
merit of high viscosity. The paper re- 
ferred to ought to answer the many 
inquiries lately propounded by certain 
refiners, and especially the arguments 
of the opposition to the effect that— 
“The more viscous matter contained 
in paraffine and other distillate oils the 
less valuable they become as lubri- 
cants, the more viscous the oil the 
more heat developed by friction; the 
true viscosity is misplaced when used 
to determine the merits or demerits of 
paraffine oils; the viscous matter con- 
tained in paraffine oils is the decom- 
posed resinous substance caused by 
the necessary process of distillation; 
lard oil is more viscous than sperm oil, 
but is not as good as a lubricator; the 
best oil for lubrication has the least 
viscosity combined with greatest ad- 
hesiveness; high fire and low cold test 
is the best means to learn the value of 
parafiine oils, aside from a mechanical 


test for friction.” We think that all 
these points of the anti-viscosity man- 
ufacturers, are fully covered in the 
discussion on another page. 


EXPORT OF MINERAL OILS. 


During the nine months ending 
March 81, 1886, there were exported 
from the United States, 842,170,881 gal- 
lons of illuminating oils. As compared 
with the corresponding period in 1885, 
this statement shows an increase of 
4,118,900 gallons. Other mineral oils 
did not fare so well. Of mineral crude 
there were 641,500 gallons less exported 
than during 1885; naphthas fell away 
to the extent of 1,767,103 gallons and 
residuum and lubricating oils also 
show a marked falling off. The exports 
of all grades of oils during March, 1886 
were greater than in March, 1885, yet 
the showing for the past nine months 
is only favorable to burning fluids. 
The appended table shows the exports 
during the nine months ending March 
31, 1885-86:

INFRINGEMENT OF MEDICINE 


TRADE MARKS. 


As stated in last week’s issue of the 
REPORTER, a Baltimore firm has 
instituted suits for damages against 
several manufacturers and dealers, 
for an alleged infringement of 
their bitters preparation. A _ cir- 
cular sent out by the house states 
that other suits will follow against all 
persons who make, sell or deal in any 
iron remedies or medicines containing 
iron that either directly or indirectly 
trespass upon their rights as the inven 
tors and owners of the genuine iron 
bitters. The trade mark laws will 
hardly sustain all the wholesale prose- 
cutions threatened. It is not necessary 
for an imitation to be exact to consti- 
tute an infringement, and the use of 
all marks calculated to deceive ordi- 
nary persons can be restrained by in- 
junction, but itis not alleged in this 
case that any attempt is made to de- 
ceive the public by labels, wrappers 
and bottles. Iu one case we know of 
and which forms the base of the com- 
plaint, there is not the slightest imita- 
tion; the labels, the wrappers, language 
used, the title, colors employed in 
printing and the phraseology, are all 
distinctive and entirely different; the 
bottle is also different in form and 
larger in size; in addition to this the 
name of the firm is not used and the 
formula is printed on each bottle. The 
other manufacturers may come for- 
ward with similar argument#in defense 
of their rights, with one exception, where 
the name is printed on the labels 
for atonic. But the prosecution claim 
they can prevent the sale of all medi- 
cines containing iron that directly or 
indirectly trespass on their rights. 
They evidently object to the use of the 
words “Iron Bitters” or the simple 
word “Iron” for tonics made by any 
house outside of their own,although the 
preparations may not be from the same 
formula. It would seem unreasonable 
for any concern to claim exclusive right 
to manufacture bitters, the component 
part of which isiron. It is argued by 
the defense that iron bitters have been 
in common use for years and before 
complainants were in the business, and 
that iron not having been discovered by 
the prosecutors, they can only seek pro- 
tection against the appropriation of 
theirtrade mark or formula which has 
not been done.Some retail druggists are 
in a quandary what to do in the prem- 
ises, as they have been threatened with 
prosecution for selling any other 
bitters. The company instituting 
these suits ought to confine their 
prosecutions to the manufacturers and 


leave the jobbers and retailers alone as 
they are innocent of any intention to 
deceive; a warfare with them may 
result disastrously to the instigators, 
as they are in a position to dictate to 
consumers what they should purchase.

NO INCREASE OF PETROLEUM 
DUTIES IN HOLLAND. 


The Dutch government became in- 
censed when Uncle Sam announced 
his intention of increasing the duty on 
Sumatra tobacco. This tobacco, which 
is growp in Holland, is largely ex- 
ported to the United States. An in- 
crease of duty meant a heavy loss to 
the Dutch growers of the seductive 
weed. As a retaliatory measure 
Holland threatened to increase the 
duty on all petroleum imported within 
its possessions. As Holland is one of 
the heaviest foreign consumers of 
American petroleum, the threat fell 
with weighty significance upon the 
ears of American importers. Vigorous 
protests against the proposed measure 
were made and Congress was appealed 
to. The duty on Sumatra tobacco was 
not increased and probably will not 
be. The American Minister at The 
Hague now reports that the Dutch 
Government will not raise the import 
tariff on petroleum. J ustas a reminder 
that it will not be safe for Uncle Sam 
to meddle with the tobacco tariff, 
Holland will, until further notice, 
raiseneeded pin money by an excise 
tax on petroleum,the amount of which 
it is guaranteed will not be so high as 
to diminish the demand for the 
product.

By a process of treating 
and improving tallow all the acrid or corrosive 
acids are alleged to be removed anda cylinder 
lubricant produced which has been tested by 
some chemical experts who pronounce it free 
from acid or any substance deleterious to 
metal.

It can be united ata heat 
of 400 degrees. 

In the works of a company at Grenelle, near 
Paris, where ice is made artificially, a very curi- 
cus accident occurred recently. Through the 
bursting of a pipe, the liquefied ammonia used 
for making the ice escaped from one of the 
holders, and spread about in the neighborhood. 
Right and left the workmen were seen to fall 
down suffocated, whilst the plants and flowers 
around were parched up as if burned by con- 
tact with a flame. 

Several Philadelphia dealers in oleomarga- 
rine were each fined $100 and costs, by Magis- 
trate Smith of that city last week, for selling 
the imitation of butter. ‘The question of the 
constitutionality of the oleomargarine law is 
now before the Supreme Court on an appeal 
froma decision of Judge Simonton, of the 
Dauphin county court. The decision of the 
Supreme Court will determine whether the 
fines imposed by Magistrate Smith shall be 
paid. 

The green glass bottle blowers of Pittsburg, 
have made an unique proposition to the manu- 
facturers, They propose to them to enter into 
apool or combination to keep up the price of 
the manufactured goods. The plan upon 
which they propose to work is a novel one, 
After the schedule of prices has been agreed to 
between the employers and the Bottle Blowers’ 
Union, certain prices will be set on all bottles 
made, Then the first manufacturer to break 
over and sel) under the established rate is to be 
reported to the workingmen, who will then 
order a strike in that factory. 

A telegram from Los Angeles, Cal., says; 
Since the cut rates bave been prevailing in 
freight from the East upwards of 7,000 barrels 
of Milwaukee cement have been imported to 
this city and San Diego. Previously nearly all 
the cement used here came by sea from Liver- 
pool. This fact is to be taken as an index of 
the important commercial revolution certain 
to follow any establishment of permanent low 
freights on schedule rates, Some surmise that 
in the reconstruction of rates the railroads will 
bear these facts in mind and put low schedule 
rates on plaster, cement and other heavy arti- 
cles likely to come in large quantities, and 
which are not liable to damage in transit. 


OBITUARY. 


FRANCIS BROWN, 

Death has taken from our midst an old-time 
merchant in the person of Mr. Francis Brown, 
who bad been identified with the commercial 
interests of New York for over half a century. 
He died suddenly on Monday morning, April 
12, from a stroke of apoplexy at his residence 
at Tarrytown, after reaching the advanced age 
of 7l years. He was born at Falmouth, Ja- 
maica, on March 4, 1816,and after being edu- 
cated at the Edinburgh University in Scotland, 
he came to America, landing in this city during 
the winter of 1835, when only 19 years of age. 
His first business experience was as clerk for 
the metal firm of Boorman,Johnston & Co,, the 
largest house of the time. This connection 
continued for some time, until he went into 
business for himself and formed the firm of 
Wilson & Brown, Mr. Wilson being his brofher- 
in-law. They were agents for several chemical 
manufacturers of Europe, in additiou to being 

general commission merchants and handling 
goods from all parts of the world. In 1869 the 
firm dissolved, and Mr. Brown continued the 
business with his son, Francis Gordon Brown, 
as partner, until 1881, when the deceased gen- 
tleman retired. The only interest manifested 
in business since that time by Mr. Brown on 
account of his age, has been as treasurer of the 
Lincrusta-Walton Manufacturing Co., which 
position he held from the date of its organiza- 
tion until the present time. He was also a di- 
rector of the Corn Exchange Bank, and at a 
meeting of directors held last week it was re- 













solved “That in the decease of our venerable 
associate this Board mourns the loss of an 
bunorable and upright member, whose uni- 
form courtesy and consideration has endeared 
him to all with whom he came in contact.” 

A daughter and twosons survive him. Mr. 
Francis Gordon Brown is identified with the 
vegetable oil business, and Mr. Le Roy Brown 
is connected with a New York publishing 
house. 


BERNARD TOCH. 

Mr. Bernard Toch at one time one of the 
most prominent glass dealers in New York and 
for many years identified with the paint trade 
of the city died at his residence on Thursday 
last from a peculiar lingering disease. Mr. 
Toch was a native of Austria and came to this 
country in 1848. With his brothers Leopold 
and Moses he embarked in the glass business 
which from a small beginning grew to be one 
of the most important in its line in the city. 
They gradually drifted into the paint trade 
and in 1860 removed to the stand now occupied 
by the firm. Mr. Toch was the last of the three 
brothers and for a year past he has carried on 
the business though suffering from the malady 
which caused his death. He was in his 57th 
year, and dispite his ailment his friends looked 
forward to a useful and much longer career. 
His death came as a sudden blow to his chil- 
dren and the large number of friends who 
mourn him as a man of many sterling qualities 
of mind and heart.

CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 


An importer, on entry, May disregard certain 
items specified on the invoice as charges, and 
enter the goods at the full inyoice price; and if 
the appraiser shall return such entered price as 
the proper market value of the goods per se, 
no deduction for the so-called invoice charges 
can therefore be nade, and in such cases the 
additional duty prescribed by Section 2,900 of 
the Revised Statutes would only accrue if the 
appraised vaiue should exceed by 10 per cent, 
or more the value declared by the importer on 
the entry. 

Manure galt, so called, which, upon analysis 
by the examining chemist, was found to consist 
of an impure sulphate of potash, cannvut be ex- 
empted from duty as a substance expressly 
used for manure (T. I. new 505), but being in 
fact a sulphate of potash, is dutiable at the rate 
of 20 per cent. ad valorem; under the special 
provision for such article in schedule A. T, I. 
new 70. 


Certain metal boxes containing water-colors, 
which boxes are made of japanned tin and de- 
signed for use as permanent receptacles for the 
colors and also as palettes for painters, the 
boxes being furnished with rings or handles, as 
derigned for use otherwise than in the bnoa 
fide transportation of the goods to the United 
States, are dutiable at the rate of 100 per cent 
ad valorem, under Section 7 of the act of 
March 3, 1883. 

Acting Secretary Fairchild has written the 
following letter to United States Attorney 
Walker at New York City: 

“The department assumes that there are 
pending in your district suits, the issues in 
which have been decided adversely to the de-

fendant, by the recent judgment of the Su- 
preme Court in the Oberteuffer case, and that 
the plaintiffs desire a speedy refund of the 
money claimed. The department has not in its 
possession the facts to enable it to decide which 
of the suits to recover money levied on what is 
claimed to be an erroneous interpretation of 
the seventh section of the law of 1883 have 
been in effect disposed of by that judgment 
and in which there are no other issues of law 
or fact. If the plaintiffs shall present to you 
an application in writing either for the taking 
of verdicts by consent subject to an adjust- 
ment of the amount at the Custom House or 
for tne discontinuance of the suits by the plain- 
tiffs on the undertaking by this department 
that the entries covered thereby shall be re- 
liquidated according to law and the sum found 
due refunded out of any available appropria- 
tion therefor, and the application shall give the 
titles of the suits and all other required par- 
ticulars, you are requested to carefully ex- 
amine the same and transmit it to this depart- 
ment, with your report thereon. It will, of 
course be understood that no refund will be 
made in any suit unless the law regulating pro- 
tests and appealsand the bringing of the suit, 
as now interpreted by the department, has 
been complied with. It is to be assumed that 
the plaintiffs will correctly declare in their ap- 
plications the character of the commodities 
and give a true description of the sort of cov- 
erings or charges on which duty was levied in 
excess, and whether or not such last named 
items were exhibited in the invoice or entry, 
and if, on examination, you shall be in doubt 
whether such items have been covered by the 
judgment in the Oberteuffer case, you will 
fully report the facts to the department for its 
decision. All suits of the above mentioned 
character, the issues in which have not been in 
effect disposed of by the Oberteuffer case, must 
be judiciously examined by trial in court and 
you are requested to move the consolidation 
of such suits asare within the statute regu- 
lating consolidations.” 

The Solicitor of the Treasury has given an 
opinion that in customs cases where suits, no 
matter for what reason, were not brought 
within ninety days from the date of the 
decision of the Secretary of the Treasury 
as prescribed by section 2,931 of the Revised 
Statutes such decision becomes final and con- 
clusive. Acting Secretary Fairchild therefore 
holds that in such cases the Department has no 
authority to refund excessive duties claimed 
under the decision in the Obertueffer case, 


PETROLEUM NOTES. 


A test well at St. Mary’s, O., is being worked 
as a mystery. 

A heavy vein of natural gas has been struck 
at Springfield, O. 

T. E. and A. H. Tack have returned from a 
trip to the oil country. 

Over one hundred wild cats are drilling in 
New York, Pennsylvania and Ohio. 

The Buckeye Pipe Line Company is doing a 
big business at Lima. A new 30,000 bbl tank is 
being built. 

The directors of the Columbia Gas Company 
of Oil City has increased its capital from $500,- 
000 to $1,000,000. 

The Union Pipe Line, branch of the National 
Transit, will erect a 1,600 burrei tank at the 
Dilworth well, near Shousetown. 

After the bonds of the Buffalo Natural Gas 
Company had been revised they were signed by 
Mayor Becker and became a law. 

Goal Bros. have just finished a dry hole for 
Titusville parties near Russellburg. It was 
drilled below all local oil burizons. 

The Wallace well in advance of Shousetown 
developments was opened last week. The 
strike opens a new section in that field. 

C. D. Robbins is putting up a derrick at 
Hanlan's Station, W. Va., and will drill for gas 
there. The well is on the Panhandle road. 

Kane’s production is about 3,100 barrels from 
60 producing wells. It is doubtful if the pro- 
duction goes over 3,500 unless torpedoed freely. 

The Straight Run Oil Company well on the 
McKee farm, west of Butler, ls 1,750 feet deep, 
and drilling in black slate. It is below all the 
sands and is a duster. , 

It is reported that the Standard intends to 
construct a pipe line from Cleveland to Lima, 
and will also build a refinery at that point. It 
is proposed to pipe the Findlay oil to Lima. 

The large German ship J. W. Wendt, Captain 
Lass, has been chartered at Philadelphia to load

The derelict Dutch bark Resolute, from Phil- 
adelphia for London, loaded with a valuable 
cargo of petroleum and reported abandoned, 
was passed on March 20, in latitude 36, longi- 
tude 58 west. 

The British bark St. George, Capt. Hall, at 
SouraLaya from New York, took fire April 13 
while discharging cargo. She was badly burned 
andsunk. There were 4,500 cases of petroleum 
on board of her. 

The East Aurora Salt and Gas Co, have award- 
ed the contract to put down a test wel! for salt 
or gas, within the limits of the village, to D. D. 
Flanigan, to be completed in 60 days. Capital 
stock is all taken. 


The People’s Natural Gas Company has 
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started a new well tor oil on the Miller farm, 
adjoining the Manifold, in Washington county. 
A new rig has also been put up on the Mani- 


om farm, and drilling will be started in a few 
ays. 


The Norwegian bark Oscar, from Rouen to 
Philadelphia, with a cargo of empty petroleum 
barrels, is now eighty-four days out, and her 
Owners are anxious for her safety. She hails 
from Sarpsburg, and was formerly the Ameri- 
can ship Alardus., 


The English steamship Gulf of Papura, now 
bound from Rangoon to Genoa, has been char- 
tered to load 60,000 cases of refined petroleum 
for Japan at Philadelphia. She will be fol- 
Jowed, saysthe Record, by other steamships 
with similar cargoes to the Far East. 


The new wells that have come in of late at 
Kune seem to be effervescent and disposed to 
blow their heads off, as it were. A decline may 
be looked for at any time, and when it does 
come it will no doubt be rapid, as the rush of 
— wells in a day or two will be over.—Der- 


Titusville is excited over the opening of two 
wells by Crippen & Miller on the Blakeslee 
farm. They are larger than any heretofore 
struck in Grand Valley. One is reported as 
doing 100 and the other 132 barrels in a day. 
Producers are flocking to the district, and it is 
thought 100 wells will be drilled in the next 
three months, 


Drilling at the well in Reynoldsville, near Mc- 
Keesport, is progressing nicely. The well is 
nearly 800 feet deep and from the indications 
it will prove a successful gas and oil well. Sev- 
eral pockets of surface gas have been struck, 
the largest of which was reached last night at 
12 o'clock and caused a suspension of drilling.— 
Pittsburg Com. Gaz. 


Hon. Wm. C, Gallihan, of Polk County, 
Nebraska, is of the cpinion that gas exists in 
that State. A test well is to be drilled. Nebras- 
ka is a splendid State, but she hasn’t any fuel. 
The hard coal comes from the East, and costs 
from $12 to $15 a ton. Wood is almost an un- 
known quantity. If gasshould be discovered 
there every family in the State would want it 
for both fuel and light. 


The workmen of the Livermore Oil Company 
struck the first oil rock several weeks ago, and 
have since then been boring through the sev- 
eral strata with the view of tapping the main 
stream or deposit from which the oil which 
oozes to the surface is supposed to come. 
There was first some gas and then a little oil, 
and last week quite a stream of oil was en- 
countered. It isnot a flowing well; the oil is 
pumped to the surface —California Exchange. 


At Pittsburg last week the jury in the case of 
McMullen, the oil broker, vs,the Penn Bank 
Directors found for the plaintiff in the sum of 
$24,625.41. This was an action in deceit, plain- 
tiff claiming $68,000 because the directors had 
induced him to leave his money in the bank 
when they knew it was insolvent. The result 
will open up a number of other cases involving 
several hundreds of thousands of dollars which 
were waiting on the result in the McMullen 
suit. 


Capt. Clarke Berry, of Marietta, O., speaking 
of the Rake oil well, Washington county, O., 
said: “It is being drilled by W. P. Whitney and 
L. Morton and is now 2,500 feet deep. At the 
depth of 1,945 feet the ‘Gordon sand,’ of Wash- 
ington, Pa., was found with a showing of light 
grain oil. This sand is 254 feet below the 
Macksburg deep oil sand. Two other sands are 
looked for in the Rake well near the depth of 
2,750 and 2,950 feet respectively.” 


The latest and most important movement in 
natural gas circles has just culminated in the 
sale of the franchises, property and gas land 
leases of the United Fuel Gas Company, of 
Pittsburg, to the Pennsylvania Natural Gas 
Company, made up of Pittsburg and Philadel- 
phia capitalists. The United States Fuel Gas 
Company owned leases on large tracts of the 
most valuable and reliable gas territory in that 
section, and its charter isa broad one. 


The story about the operations of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company on this coast, told in another 
column, will be a revelation to many.- Judging 
from all the evidence received to date, the 
Standard is certainly the most grasping of all 
the monopolies. The Central Pacific people 
are stern task masters, but the managers of the 
Standard monopoly crack the whip in a fashion 
highly suggestive of slavery times. The mana- 
gers evidently feel that their dominion is ab- 
solute, and that criticism will not harm them. 
—San Francisco Chronicle. 


The American Cultivator says: ‘Many persons 
are prevented from using petroleum on wood- 
work by fearing that it will make the wood 
moreinflammable. Thisis not the case The 
oil enters the pores and go fills them that the 
wood is harder and less likely to ignite than 
before. Coal oil or crude petroleum, with 
something to give it body, makes a cheap paint 
for all wooden implements, and to coat over 
the ironwork of ploughs and cultivators to 
prevent them from rusting in the winter.” 


While a very large percentage of the Kane 
wells are oil bearing the productive capacities 
are neither uniformly large nor small, nor is a 
happy medium anywhere uniformly attained. 
Large wells, small or medium ones alternate in 
away that suggests fat and lean spots, and 
herein, says the Derrick, lies the whole secret 
of its singular vitality. Were the wells of a 
uniform grade, like John Anderson my Jo 


John, they would go down the hill together. 
As it is they decline singly and alone, and in no 
great baste apparently either. The Union Oil 
company’s wells are not what they once were, 
but the decline is by no means precipitate. 


The Grand Valley belt, if such it may yet be 
called, stretches out three miles in the regular 
northeast and southwest fashion, and lies east- 
ward from the railroad station about half a 
mile, The operatiuns extend overa wide ex- 
tent or range of country and are gradually 
narrowing the limits of the territory supposed 
to be valuable. L. B. Wood & Co., the enter- 
prising merchants who located there nine years 
ago, are the most extensive operators and Jand 
owners in the fleld. They have secured several 
thousand acres of land on the belt above de- 
scribed, and while willing to add to their pos- 
sessions they are not ready to part witha single 
foot at any price. 


Five years ago it was stated by a man who 
had passed over the country, that the time 
would come when derricks could be counted 
all the way from Allegany county, N. Y., to St. 
Joe, Butler county. That man was pretty well 
up in the guessing business, but there are some 
spots yet that it is difficult to imagine them cov- 
ered with derricks of the regulation pattern 
and separated by the usual space. A jump 
seems to be taken from Dew Drop and another 
from Balltown, in Forest county, to Clarion 
county. The latter isa pretty lengthy stretch 
and certainly does not look now as if it would, 
or could, ever become the scene of active oil 
developments.—Warren Paragraph. 


The Murray oil and gas company well in Rut- 
land township, Meigs county, Obio, is cased. 
They expect to reach the 800 toot sand to-day; 
that rock is known to be productive at Rut- 
land. There is a well producing from that 
sand from which $10,000 worth of oil has been 
taken. They are drilling for deep oil or gas. 
and it will require a pretty rich showing at the 
800 foot horizon to persuade them to call a halt 
at that level. The deep sand also is known to 
be oil bearing. The weil at Clifton, W, Va,, six 
miles southeast of Rutland, found 25 feet of 
good sand at 1,528 feet, with ashowing of oil 
and salt water in it. There is a healthful 
movement on foot to shoot and test the Clif- 
ton well; thisis not the first movement set on 
foot within the past year, but it promises to be 
the most fruitful of results.—Derrick. 


The boring for petroleum or salt in Geneva 
has proved a failure, after an expenditure of 
several hundred dollars and long weeks of 
patient work. On Monday the well was 560 feet 
deep. Water was pouring out of it at the rate 
of three barrels a minute, and the stream has 
since continued with unabated force. There is 
a slight salty taste to the water, but that is all. 
The local enthusiasts, now that the oil and salt 
schemes have exploded, have suddenly discov- 
ered that the water is strongly magnetic; and 
one of its most important uses has been found 
to be the magnetizing of a knife-biade so that 
it will pick up shingle-nails. Taken internally 
it acts aga mild cathartic. The more practical 
Genevans are not going to investany money in 
developing the well.—Lyons(N. Y.) Republican. 


The business of the oil country is undoubt- 
edly assuming a more bullish attitude, and will 
continue unless checked by seme new enter- 
prise in the way of developments not yet intro- 
duced. The condition of Kane, which is be- 
coming a littie surprising at this stage of the 
game, is doing much to bring about this state 
of affairs. The field has been held upto the 
gaze of the public as certain to produce from 
6,000 to 10,000 barrels a day, and some have gone 
as high in their estimations as 20,000 or 25,000. 
How far the whole crowd fall short is seen in 
the fact that it has not yet reached 3,500, and 
has been as high as they can get it, or nearly 
80, providing some new wing is not attached to 
its outskirts. Ot this, however, there would 
appear but little danger.—Warren Paragraph. 


At no time since the oil wells were opened in 
San Buenavintura county Fave petroleum 
prospects been brighter than now. All the late 
developments are of a promising character,and 
the oil industry is adding to the business and 
general prosperity of the county as well as that 
of the State. The steamers Santa Cruz and 
Alex Duncan have been supplied with iron 
tanke, in which they are carrying oil in bulk to 
Oakland. The oil is now conducted through a 
four-inch pipe from the tanks to the end of the 
wharf near San Buenaventura, and thence to 
thesteamer. The Santa Cruz on her last trip to 
Vakland brought 25,000 gallons of petroleum. 
The oil carrying capacity of the two steamers 
will be supplied regylarly every ten days if the 
wells continue to give forth the crude product 
at the present rate.—San Francisco Chronicle. 


The Ohio Gas and Fuel Company and the 
Ohio and Pennsylyania Natural Gas Company 
have consolidated under the name of the Ohio 
Natural Gas Company, with a capital of $100,- 
000. Of the stock the first company gets 
$53,000 and the second $47,000. The officers of 
the new organization are Caleb B. Wick, presi- 
dent; George Tod, vice-president; H. M. Gar- 
lick, secretary and treasurer. A contract has 
been made by which the Columbia Gas Com" 
pany of Franklin, Pa., is to lay apipe line to 
the State line in the vicinity of Sharon, and 
the company at Youngstown will build the 
connecting line to that city. The Columbia is 
to furnish a full supply of natural gas and re- 
ceive 40 per cent. of the proceeds, the home 
company taking the balance, The Ohio & 


Pennsylvania Natural Gas Company has ex- 
pended considerable in developing the gas 
fields in Butler county, Pa.,and the Columbia 
purchases their interest there, paying $20,000. 


Another meeting of retail grocery men deal- 
ing in oil was held in Lincoln Hall, Broad and 
Fairmount Avenue, last night to protest 
against the $15 tax and resulted in the forma- 
tion of a protective association. Before the 
motion to effect an organization had been 
made, the grocerymen, of whom there were 
about sixty-five present, made heated speeches 
against what they termed an imposition. A. 
W. Cooper denounced the tax as illegal and J. 
P. Parks begged the dealers to organize, saying: 
“Then you can protect yourselves from such 
land sharke as Mayor Smith.”’” On motion, the 
permanent organization was effected. The 
new association is to be known as ‘“‘The Retail 
Grocers’ Protective Association.” These offi- 
cers were elected: President, W. H. Tomlinson; 
vice-president, J. P. Parks; secretary, H. W. 
Roberts; treasurer, David E. Mansell. A com- 
mittee of three was appointed to draft a con- 
stitution and by-laws. A resolution protesting 
against the $15 tax as upjust was unanimously 
passed. ~Philadelphia Press,

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The Suit Over Hoff’s Malt Extract. 


In last week’s issue of the REPORTER we pub- 
lished a brief of the counsel for Tarrant & Co., 
in the Hoff Malt Extract case, which was 
brought to a close last week without a decis- 
ion. This action was brought to enjoin Tarrant 
& Co. from using, in connection with any arti- 
cle manufactured by or under the complain- 
ant who is Johann B. Hoff, the name, “Johann 
Hoff’s Malt Extract,” “Joh. Hoff’s Malt Ex- 
tract,” “Hoff’s Malt Extract,” or any other 
name containing the words “Hoff’s Malt Ex- 


tract;”’ as well, also, to erjoin the defendant 
from using in like manner the malt extract 
label of the complainant, or any 2olorable imi- 
tation thereof; and to obtain an accounting 
from the defendant for the unauthorized use 
by it of said name and label. The period cov- 
ered by this alleged unauthorized use extends 
from August, 1873, to date. 


In order to give both sides a full hearing, we 
publish below some concluding paragraphs of 
a brief prepared by the lawyere for complain- 
ant which would have been published last week 
bad the papers been obtainable, We were in- 
formed that the counsel for complainant were 
not ready to present their brief at that time, 


“Johann Hoff, the complainant, has spent 
many thousands of dollars a yearfor very many 
years back in the establishment of an enormous 
trade value to bis name, both in Europe and in 
this country, and Tarrant & Co., in cumbina- 
tion with Leopold, since 1873 have sought to 
appropriate that value to themselves by vend- 
ing an article under his name, as his manufac- 
ture, which since 1873 has not been manufac- 
tured by or under him. They have pirated his 
name; they have continued to do it ever since 
the receipt of his distinct letter in 1878; they 
have continued to do it even since the com- 
mencement of this action; they are even now 
continuously advertising they are the agents 
to-day of the complainant, Johann Hoff, and 
that the article which they are selling is man- 
ufactured by or under him, and they are tak- 
ing to themselves and to Leopold the profits 
that are to arise in that way, and are thus di- 
minishing the sale by Johann Hoff, through 
his own agents in this ceuntry, of the article 
which he is to-day manufacturing. It is a 
bold, plain case of piracy. 


It is wholly immaterial whether or not Jo- 
hann has improved his malt extract,or whether 
the contract of July 5, 1869, is still in force as 
to either of the parties thereto, as it is also im- 
material which party first violated that written 
contract of July, 1869; Tarrant & Co. claim 
that Johann Hoff violated it by consigning 
some of his product to parties other than Tar- 
rant & Co. We have not taken any evidence 
upon this issue because it is an immaterial 
one. Evenif Tarrant & Co. are right in thejr 
contention in regard to it, the remedy for it is 
not by an act of piracy. On the other hand,the 
correspondence in 1863, between Leopold and 
Tarrant & Co., shows abandonment of that 
contract by Tarrant & Co, and Leopold so far 
as Johann is concerned. We do not now care 
whether that was a just abandonment or an 
excusable one. The fact remains that the con- 
tract was then abandoned as to Johann, and he 
was ignored thenceforth; and it is not possible 
for Tarrant & Co.,as against Johann, to say 
that they hadaright to believe that thence- 
forth they were acting towards Johann under 
that contract! That contract required Tarrant 
& Co. torefrain from sending any money to 
Leopold, and expressly required them to make 
all their payments direct to Johann, That 
provision was tu Johann a most essential and 
vitalone. The suggestion that Jobann and 
Leopold were partners can avail Tarrant & Co. 
nothing; it is not pretended that they were 
any partners otherwise than in that particular 
contract. As between Johann and Tarrant & 
Co. their rights were defined by that contract, 
Johann was an essential party to any other 
contract that should bind him, so long cer- 
tainly as Tarrant & Co. had notice of the lim- 
ited rights of Leopold in the matter, and that 
potice they had by being a party to the con- 
tract. Nothing, therefore, that Tarrant & Co. 
have done since 1873 can be claimed to have 
been done under that contract, and therefore 
the case is to be disposed of, as to Johann, pre- 
cisely as if no such contract bad ever been 
made! The only reason of its introduction at 
all is that it shows a distinct recognition by 
Tarrant & Co. of Jobann’s rights, and of the 
fact that he, Johann, was manufacturing a 
malt extract. 


No amount of innocence, however, on the 
part of Tarrant & Cvu.can excuse them from 
purloining Johann’s name and the fruits of his 
enormous outlays, made through a series of 
over thirty years. Since 1873,and more espe- 
cially since 1878, they have been acting with 
full knowledge of the situation, and with a 
lawless and unfeeling disregard of Johann’s 
legal rights. They have confounded another 
man’s property with their own, and they have 
have done it willfully. But were it otherwise 
they could not excuse their appropriation of 
Johbann’s property to themselves upon the 
theory of innocent error, unless they could 
establish that Johann bad himself created that 
erroneous belief in them. In other words, 
there is a plain case of liability unless they can 
show that they have been misled by Johann, 
and that therefore he is estopped from com:

We would call the attention of the trade gen- 
erally to the advertisement of Messrs. 8. P. 
Shotter :& Co., Wilmington and Savannah, 
which appears in this issue. Very little com- 
ment is necessary regarding a house ‘so lorg 
and favorably known. The firm has recently 
been reorganized with considerable additional 
capital, and proposes to varry on its business 
more vigorously than ever. The position it 
already occupies in the naval stores trade is 
well represented in the following extract from 
a recent publication: 

The claim that this house is the largest 
shipper of naval stores in the world seems to 
be well founded, for as Savannah is the princi- 
pal market for naval stores in the great world 
of commerce and traftic, and their eminence in 
the trade here is undisputed, that appears to 
be the fact. If other evidence were necessary, 
figures which never lie might be adduced to 
bear out the statement. Suffice it to say, how- 
ever; that they handled in 1885 over 350,000 bar- 
rels of turpentine and rosin, Georgia’s great 
resource in the shape commercially known as 
naval stores. The house was founded here in 
1280, as a branch of the concern then located at 
Wilmington, N. C., but has since assisted by 
the increased shipping facilities of this port, 
become the parent establishment. Mr. Shotter 
has been a resident of Savannah for the past 
seven years, being engaged during that time in 
supervising a trade with all ports of the United 
States and Europe. A prominence in accord- 
ance with tne recognized position it holds in 
this and the auxiliary markets for naval stores 


is given it in this work,”

The Norway Whale Fishery. 


A correspondent of the New Bedford Ship- 
ping List, writing from Christiania under date 
of Feb. 16, says: 

The fishing is at present carried on from 18 
establishments in Finmarken and exclusively 
by small steamers carrying powerful exploding 
patent harpoon guns, 32 such steamers and 
some tug boats are engaged in this trade. Last 
season, from April to the end of September, the 
large number of about 1,200 whales were 
caught, but a great part of these were small. 
The outturn was nearly 25,000 barrels of 40 gal- 
lons, and about the whole lot disposed in Eng- 
land, France and Germany taking only small 
quantities. Prices opened low, and reached in 
the autumn the unprecedented figures of £18 
15s; £16 128 5d; £9 for grades from one to four 
respectively, or about one half the ordinary 
value. With corresponding low prices for 
whale manure selling down to 10s per bag of 1(0 
k. o., delivered in Hamburg—not covering 
cost—the whoie business turned out most un- 
satisfactory to the owners. If prices do not 
improve this fishing must soon be given up and 
the same can be said of the bottle-nose whule 
fishery. Fourteen vessels together about 1,550 
tons, were dispatched to the Arctic, and 
brought home not less than 600 whales, but 
whereas prices of this oil has been lately about 
£50 per ton, this season opened with £30, and 
gradually under a press of orders fell down to 
£24, however with more buyers than sellers at 
these figures. As the last mentioned price does 
not even with a good catch hardly cover cost, 
and the whole is a lottery, I am not surprised to 
hear that several vessels have aJready been sold 
at about one-third of original cost, while others 
will try again in the hope that this year may 
bring better prices. The vessels engaged on 
the seal grounds were rather unfavorable, 22 
steamers, 5,514 tons, bringing home only 70,000 


skins and about 10,000 barrels of 100k. o. oil. 
we the very low price for seal oil, and skins 
unthanged in value, the owners of the vessels 
have with a few exceptions, found the balance 


on the wrong side.

Lighthouse Illumination. 

At the Society of Arts on March 10, a Jecture 
was delivered by Mr. E. Price Edwards “On 
the Lighthouse illuminativn Experiments at 
South Foreland.” The general results of these 
experiments were that, while electric arc light 
was more absorbed in proportion than gas or 
oil light as it passed through fog, still its great- 
er intensity enabled it te penetrate much fur 
ther than these. The Berlin core carbons of 
Messrs. Siemens were found to operate best, 
the core being of graphite. The conclusion de- 
rived from the experiments was that for ordi- 
nary purposes of lighthouse illumination min- 
eral oil is best, and that for salient headlands 
and very powerful lights, electricity is best. A 
six-wick mineral oil lamp burning six hours 


consumes four gallons of oil at 6d, that is to 
gay 3s, including qyeosers, etc., whereas a 108 
jet gas burver for the same period of ‘ightin 
would cost 103 for coal alone, since it woul 
consume 1800 cubic feet of gas.

The Chicago Edwar.is Company have bought 
ten acres of land from Wm. Ashton and will 
commence work on the buildings necessary for 
a refinery as soon as the ground dries up suffi- 
ciently, The land lies on the CO, & A. railroad 
over in South Lima, west of the depot, and is 
as fine a piece of ground as could have been se- 
lected for such a purpose. Mr. A. O. Bailey 
informed us this afternoon that they were hav- 
ing eight stills—four for refined oil and four 
for lubricating—built at the Lima machine 
works. Each will havea capacity of 200 bar- 
rels, Of the buildings to be erected there will 
be a cooperage and receiving shed, 30x80 feet, 
and a shipping shed, 100x230 feet.

‘American Petroleum and "atch 
Tobacco 


The Secretary of State has transmitted to the 
House of Representatives correspondence be- 
tween this country and Holland relating to the 
proposed increase of duty on petroleum im- 
ported into Holland and its colonial possessions. 
The correspondence consists principally of 
letters between Secretary Bayard and Mr. Bell, 
Minister at the Hague, together with one or 
two letters from the Minister of Foreign Af 
faire of Holland and the Dutch Ministor at 
Washington, Minister Bell, in his communica- 
tion to Mr, Bayard, said he believed the pur- 
puose of the proposition to increase the «duty 
on petroleum was to prevent any action look- 
ing to an increase of duty on Sumatra tobacco, 
and called attention to allegations that the Su- 
matra tobacco manufacturers were so packivg 
their tobacco as to escape the duty which 
should properly be imposed. The Dutch Gov- 
ernment afterward stated to Mr. Bell that the 
proposed increase of duty on petroleum would 
not be made, but that the money would be 
raised by means of an excise tax on petroleum, 
the amount of which wouid not be so high as 


to diminish consumption.

Working Small 0/1 Territory. 
The small territory, remarks the Bradford 
Era, can always be gauged from time to time 
by the market. To one who keeps “tab” on 
operations it is really very funny to observe the 
effect that the price of crude has along the old 
and time-worn hills. From Kendall creek to 
Four Mile, rig timber is strewn along, rig irons, 
1 glycerine and lots of other stuff is being shipped 
right along. Business is beginning to assume 
its old-time aspect. Probably the busiest 
town along the line is Derrick City, on the 
Cc. V. B. & H., where the drill is being pushed 
quite extensively. New houses are going up 
and the place begins to look like a real. live oil 
town. The roads are drying up considerably 
and the prospects point to some activity in 
these sections in the near future. At present, 
of course, cleaning out and drilling the weils 
to the fourth sand is the order of the day. Bus- 
sell & Johnson, Olean parties, leased 150 acres 
of the Shaddick lease, composed of twenty- 
three locations, which they will drill immedi- 
ately. The tract was considered n. g. a short 
time ago, but they are now getting some fair 
producers. It ilies between Four Mile and El- 
dred and runs parallel with the gas streak 
which continues near Indian creek between 
Knapp’s creek and Eldred, and supplie Olean 
with her fuel. These parties have one rig in 
course of construction and will start four more 
inadayorso. Fifty acrea were purchased by 
Olean parties, names unknown, who will start 
developing it in about a week. The Angell Oil 
Co. will commence cleaning out fifteen or 
twenty wells next week.

The Standard on the Pacific Coast. 


The San Francisco Chronicle undertakes to 
show how the Standard Oil Company main- 
tains a monopoly on the Pacific coast and dic- 
tates rates to the transportation companies at 
the very time when the roads are waging war 
against each other. The following paragraph 
is a fair sample: 

“By special agreement with the Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern Railway the oil compa- 
ny has, since 1875, been enabled to ship oil and 
petrolem products from Cleveland and Chicago 
at 10 cents a barrel less than the rates charged 
other shippers. Since the Transcontinental 
Association was formed it has had an arrange- 
ment with that pool and the Pacific Coast As- 
sociation, composed of lines running between 
Chicago and Council Bluffs, whereby oil should 
be shipped to this city at 7244 cents a hundred 
pounds, while other parties were charged the 
tariff rate, $1 20a hundred. Before the abroga- 
tion of the special contract system, local ship- 
pers were able to compete in a small way by 
loading clipper ships at the Atlantic seaboard 
and sending them around Cape Horn. This 
competition, although not extensive, was a 
thorn in the side of the Standard Oil Company, 
s0 an arrangement was made whereby it was 
understood that Sutton & Co. and Van Vieck & 
Co., who practically control the shipping inter- 
est via Cape Horn to this port from New York 
and Philade phia, were to refuse to take any 
refined oil or product of Petroleum which was 
not consigned to the Standard Oil Company. 
These stipulations formed part of a tripartite 
contract between the railroads, the clipper 
ships and the oi] monopoly. This contract is 
still in force, Barred out by rail and virtually 
barred out by sea, independent oil men were 
forced to give up the fight. In addition to the 
monopoly in Eastern oil, the Standard Com- 
paaoy controls the product of this coast. At the 
last meeting Of the Transcontinental Associa- 
; tion the traffic managers pledged themselves to 


maintaintain the oil rates with discriminations 
in favor of the monopoly, so the rate war has 


not affected the supremacy of the Standard Oil 
Company.” 









































A Clay Mine in Philadelphia. 


In the cellarof a mammoth building being 
built on the Girard estate, at Eleventh and 
Market streets, Philadelphia, its deep Eastern 
walls are prismatic in their variety of streaky 
colors. First there is on top a foot layer of 
coarse sand of such a shade of brown that it is 
almost red. Then streaks and narrow strips of 
brown, black, blue and almost white earth run 
zigzag, lengthwise and crosswise, while under- 
neath the sand all the earth is dotted witha 
fine mineral substance that, when sunlight 
strikes it, shines like bits of colore! glass.

Glass Materials. * 


BY JOSEPH D, WEEKS, 


Until a very recent date all glass would be 
classed with soda glass; soda, with rare excep- 
tions being the only base employed by glass 
makers, The intelligent use of leud and lime 
are modern inventions, and analysis shows but 
little potash in ancient glass. Potash and lime 
were almost always found as impurities in the 
sodas formerly used, and as a consequence in 
the glass made trom them,but they were chance 
materials. Thue is aiso evidence that the value 
and effect of lead was not entirely unknown to 
the ancient glass manufacturers, but its use 
may very properly be said to be an English in- 
vention of the seventeenth century. Soda for 
the earliest known glass houses was obtained 
from the banks of the Natron lakes of Egypt; 
that for modern glass making, until nearly the 
beginning of the present century, from the 
ashes of certain plants, chiefly those ot the sea 
and seashore, such as kelp and the sal sudas. 
As late as sixty yearsago English crown and 
sheet glass was made from the ashes of the kelp 
of the Scottish and Irish coasts. These ashes 
contained potash and lime as well as soda and 
were simply mixed with sand and melted, 

Soda Ash—The quaiity of these vegetable 
sodas was poor, the quantity limited, the sup- 
ply uncertain, and the glass made from them 
variable in character and inferior in quality, 
Lebianc’s discovery in 1792 of a process of con- 
verting common gait into seda ash cpeneda 
new era in the glass industry and brought 
about the most important chavge that bas been 
made in the Chemical part of the manufacture 
of glass—the substitution ot carbonate of soda 
for the vegetable sodas, and subsequently the 
use of sulphate of soda in place of the carbo- 
nate. In the Le Blanc process sulphate of soda 
or salt cake is first made from common salt and 
oil of vitriol. This sulphute is then converted 
into an iu)pure carbonate and the black ash of 
commerce by calcination with fine coal and 
lime, and this by solution and evaporation into 
the carbonate, the soda ash or British alkali of 
commerce, 

Sulphate of Soda.—At first only soda ash was 
employed in glass making, and it is s‘ill used 
exclusively for some kinds of glass; but it was 
found that there was some advantage in the 
uce of salt cake, and at present considerable 
window glass is made with the sulphate. Sul- 
phate glass plate is less liabie to aevitrify or 
crystallize in the pot during meiting, and hence 
will carry a larger proportion of lime than car- 
bonate glass. It is therefore barder, takes a 
better polish, and does not “sweat” as readily. 


The use of sulpha te of soda demands the in- 
troduction of carbon into the “batch,” This is 
supplied by some form of coal rich in carbon, 
as anthracite, charcoal, or coke. 

Manufacture of Soda Ash in the United 
States.—But little either of the carbonate or 
sulphate of soda is made in this country by the 
Le Blanc process, though the materials for the 
production ot both exist in great abuadance 
Apart from the fact that the most valuable de 
posits of the materials necessary to their pro- 
duction are widely separated, the chief obsta- 
cle to their manufacture has been that the 
economical working of this process depends 
largely on the demand for muriatic avid, which 
is a by-product of the manufacture of sait 
cake. This demand is limited in this country, 
and as a consequence the amount of soda made 
has beer small, The alkali making districts of 
England, especially the Lancashire and New- 
castle, supply most of that used in glass mak- 
ing, not Only in this country but in most 
others. In 1884, 287,401,005 pounds of soda ash 
and 8.416,147 pounds of salt cake were import- 
ed into this country. 

Ammonia Soda.—Until quite recently sul- 
phate and carbonate of soda have been pro- 
duced only by the Le Blanc process. In 1866 
Mr, Ernest Solvay began at Brussels the man- 
ufacture of carbonate of soda by a process 
that has since been called the Solvay or some- 
times the ammonia process. This process bids 
fair to supersede the Le Blanc. The soda ash 
produced is fully equal to the Le Blanc in 
quality and can be produced more cheaply.

The Solvay soda is 98 to 98% per cent. pure car- 
bonats, practically free from iron and other 
impurities, while the Le Blanc soda gives but 
78 to 80 per cent. The Solvay soda is also free 
from the sulphate and chloride which are so 
productive of “glass gall” in the pot. The man- 
ufacture of ammonia scda has been success- 
fully established in this country at Geddes, 
near Syracuse, New York, where one hundred 
and forty tons a day are made. The first finished 
ash was made about the middlecf January,1884, 
since which time the works have been in con- 
stant operation, with the exception of a few 
days’ idleness for repairs. Concerning these 
works and the future of the process the late 
Professor B. Silliman said: “This new industry 
is now actually supplying about five per cent. 
of all the soda ash consumed in this country, 
and it is destined soon to develop to a very con- 
siderable importance, for in western New York 
are ample beds of pure salt, and probally the 
same exists in Penusylvania, while the beds of 
rock ealt lately penetruted in the Wyoming re- 
gion, New York, and the salt water which flows 
with the gas in some of the Pennsylvania wells, 
will provide very large quantities of the raw 
material for the manufacture of soda ash by 
the ammonia process. Nor is there need to 
fear than an adequate supply of ammonia can 
be obtained, for it must be remembered that 
every day the coke ovens of Western Pennsyl 

vania are wasting far more ammonia than will 
be wanted shonld all the soda ash now used in 
this country be manufactured here.”’ 


In the Solvay process advantage is taken of 
the chemical reaction which takes place be- 
tween carbonate of ammonia and salt in the 
presence of an excess of carbonic acid. The 
result is bicarbonate of soda and ammonium 
chloride. This bicarbonate of soda is washed in ; 
proper vessels (after separation from the liquid 
ammonium chloride in suitable tilters) and soda 
ash produced. The ammonium chloride is re- 
generated by quicklime and used again in the 
process. The apparatus used in carrying 
through this apparently simple process is more 
complicated than one wou'd suppose, as great 
care must be taken in dealing with ammonia 
lest the gas escape and cause great loss. The 
vessels are of the pattern adopted by Messrs. 
Solvay & Co. in their European works, and are 
made of wrought or cast iron. The consump- 
tion of raw material, ete., varies somewhat 
from month to month, but the figures given 
below will approach a fair average:

It is said that foreign 
makers can produce ash much more cheaply 
than the American. This the Geddes Company 
is forced to admit, but hopes with time and ex- 
perience to compete with them. During the 
present year the capacity of the works will be 
doubled, 

Composition of Ammonia Soda.—Two grades 
of soda ash are made at Geddes, one carrying 
58 per cent. alkali (NagO), and a second with 4s 
per cent. These two kinds are distinguished as 
“pure soda” for the 58 per cent. and “ammonia 
soda” for the 48 per cent. The following is an 
analysis of the ‘*pure soda’”’:

Ammonia Soda in Glass Making.—Concern- 
ing the use of ammonia soda in glass making, 
the manufactureis state that owing to its pur- 
ity its reaction with silica may be too rapid, 
but that this action may be retarded and time 
given for the glass to clear by adding about 20 
per cent. of common salt, or, as some prefer, 
adding 10 per cent. of salt cake and 10 per cent, 
of salt, or only the former. A consumer buy- 
ing ash having 58 per cent. alkali can add either 
or both of these ingredients to suit his own taste 
at less expense than he can purchase them 
already add. d in 48 per cent. ash.

All the ingredients are thoroughly mixed. 
This mixture gave 82 per cent of good glass, 
against 73 per cent of glass by the use of salt 
cake. 

It is also claimed that by the use of Solvay 
process “pure soda” a great saving in pots can 
be made. When salt cake is used the pots must 
be made much thicker, and even then they will 
not lastso long. The presence ;of sulphate ha, 
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& tendency to form scale on the pots, and when 
the scale forms they soon burn out, As there 
is absolutely no sulphate in the Solvay process 
‘pure soda” this trouble is avoided and ex- 
pense is saved. The great purity of the Solvay 
process *‘pure soda” is also an especial advant- 
age to the makers of colored glass. Less color- 
ing matter is required than is necessary with 
other makes; 

Native Carbonate of the United States— 
Though so little soda ash is produced in this 
country, there are vast amounts of both the 
carbonate and sulphate occurring native in 
large lakes as well as in deposits in the Western 
States and Territories, The alkali belt,as it has 
been termed, lies west of the 100th meridian. A 
very interesting statement regarding this belt 
will be found in the census report on Chemical 
Prodnects, Mr. Wm. L. Rowland, the special 
agent in charge, estimates the consumption of 
soda salts in the United States in the census 
year at 398,500,000 pounds, of which but about 
10 per cent., or 40,259,938 pounds, were pro- 
duced here, 

Common Salt—As both the sulphate and car- 
bonate of soda are produced from the chloride 
of sodium (common salt),many attempts have 
been made to effect the direct union of silica 
and salt in the melting pot without the inter- 
venting and expensive processes, but so far 
with but little success. At present salt is used 
only for the commonest qualities of cheap 
colored glass, and to retard the action of the 
pure soda ash produced by the Solvay process. 

Nitrate of Soda—Some little nitrate of soda 
(Chili saltpetre) is used as an oxydizing agent 
and asa decolorizer, Deposits of this salt oc 
cur native and in enormous quantities at Tar- 
apaca in Peru, where it forms a regular bed. 
Some beds are also reported as existing in 
Nevada. ‘ 
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On Viscosimetry.*

Itis my intention this evening to treat the 
subject of viscosimetry, or the determination 
of viscosity, as related to the valuation of oils 
intended for the lubrication of machinery, and 
I make no apology for the selection of the sub- 
ject, since the testing of viscosity is in opera- 
tion, which the practical chemist is frequently 
calied upon to perform. 

The introduction and rapidly increasing em- 
ployment of mineral lubricating oils as substi- 
tutes for the fixed oils previously employed, 
has given an importance to the accurate deter- 
mination of the viscosity, or body, of lubricat- 
ing oils, which did not previously exist. Dif- 
ferent samples of any given fixed oil, such as 
sperm oil or rape oil, vary in viscosity only 
within comparatively narrow limits, at a given 
temperature, and au engineer accustomed to 
use a fixed oil, would in purchasing such oil 
derive little advantage from a knowledge of 
the viscosity of the sample. On the other 
hand, mineral lubricating oils may be manu- 
factured of any requred viscosity within limits 
which are wide, and it therefore follows, that 
having commenced the use of a mineral oil 
which affords satisfactory results, it isin the 
highest degree important that the engineer 
should be able to ascertain whether further 
supplies of this class of lubricant are of a yis- 
cosity similar to that of the oil already em- 
ployed. 

When mineral lubricating oils first came into 
general use it was assumed that the viscosity 
bore some tolerably definite relation to density, 
and accordingly the specific gravity of the oil 
was regarded asa fairly satisfactory test of its 
suitability. It is only within comparatively 
recent years that it hus become recognized that 
the ¢Pecific gravity of an oil is a worthless test 
of its lubricating properties, since an artificial 
mixture of comparatively light and compara- 
tively heavy bydrocarbons may have the same 
density as the natural mixture of hydrocar- 
bons composing a good lubricating oil, and yet 
be deficient in the properties of asatisfactory 
lubricant. 

In order fully to realize, however, the im- 
portance of the determination of viscosity in 
mineral lubricating oils, and the value ofa 
good test of viscosity, it will be necessary for 
us briefly to consider the laws of the friction 
of fluids, as applicable to the circumstances 
under which liquids are employed in the lubri- 
cation of machinery. 

These laws, as is well known, differ very 
materially from those which govern the fric- 
tion of solids, though it is important to bear in 
mind that the friction in the case of the Jubri- 
cated rubbing surfaces of machinery in motion 
is usually a compound friction made up of the 
friction of solids, and of the friction of fluids in 
proportions varying accurding to the circum- 
stances of the case. 

The friction of solids in motion is of two 
kinds—viz., sliding friction and rolling friction. 

‘It is, however, only the former class of solid 
friction which now demands our attention. In 
sliding friction the magnitude of the resistance 
is, up to the point of abrasion, dependent upon 
the character of the surfaces, and proportional 
to the force with which they are pressed to- 
gether, though in the case of lubricated sur- 
faces the resistance may be principally due to 
the adhesion when the pressure is very low. In 
fluid friction, on the other hand, whether of 
liquids or gases, the resistance is proportional 
to the area and velocity of the surface exhib-

iting it, and to the density of the liquid. As 
Professor Thurston + expressed it: ‘Fluid fric- 
tion is therefore the friction of adjacent bodies 
of fluidin relative motion, and is due to the 
formation of small whirls or large eddies in the 
two bodies, the production of which absorbs 
energy from the flowing mass. The friction of 
the fluid finally extinguishes this energy of 
eddy-motion, converting it into heat, and rais- 
ing the temperature of the mass by the intro- 
duction of the heat equivalent of the mechani- 
cal energy thus destroyed. The resisting prop- 
erty which thus affects this conversion, and 
which is the cause of fluid friction, is termed 
viscosity. * * * In the case of limpid liquids 
and gases the resistance is of a kinetic charac- 
ter, rather than one due to the intra-molecular 
action; but the flow of viscous liquids is evi- 
dently greatly influenced by their molecular 
constitution.” 

In most caves, as I have said, the friction of 
lubricated surfaces of machinery is acompound 
one, but in some instances it is found practica- 
ble to float the moving part in the lubricant, 
and under such circumstances the resistance is 
due only to fluid friction. On the other hand, 
in : he case of slowly moving heavy machinery 
the resistance is usually iargely made up to the 
friction of solids, 

It follows from what has been said, that in 
theoretically perfect lubrication the resistance 
would be independent of the pressure, and the 
nearer we can approach to this condition in 
practice the better. 

The more viscous the lubricant the stronger 
the attraction taking and holding it between 
the moving surfaces, the greater the pressure 
which can be sustained; but unnecessarily high 
viscosity creates unnecessary fluid friction,and 
the viscosity of the lubricant should therefore 
be In proportion to the pressure. In other 
words, the lubricant should have only just suf- 
ficient viecosity to keep the moving surfaces 
apart, under the maximum pressure. 


The amount of viscosity required in a lubri- 
cant, therefore, varies according to the cireum- 
stances under which the lubricant is to be 
used. It is obviously dependent not only upon 
the load carried upon a given area, but also 
upon the fit of the Lear'ng surfaces, and upon 
the character of the motion. Thus, the axles 
of railway trucks are subjected to pressures 
greatly in excess of the load carried, when the 
vehicle is passing over inequalities in the per- 
manent way. It bas also been found that the 
power required to drive machinery which has 
been lubricated with an oil sufficiently viscous 
to keep the moving surfaces apart, is dimin- 
ished when a more fluid lubricant is substi- 
tuted.t It is true that this diminution of re- 
sistance is accompanied with greater wear of 
the metallic surfaces, and greater expenditure 
of the lubricant, but in the case of factories 
provided with insufficient motive power 
it may be preferable to have less theo- 
retically perfect lubrication.¢ In a 
cotton mill, for instance, the use on the spin- 
dles of avery slightiy better, in the sense of a 
more viscous lubricant, though increasing the 
fluid friction between the bearing surfaces of 
each spindle only to an infinitesimal extent, 
might arrest the motion of the whole machin- 
ery of the mill. 

Largely for these reasons, no doubt, the many 
ingenious machines of Ingram and Stapfer, 
Thurston, Woodbury and others, designed to 
test the lubricating value of oils, have not 
hitherto given resuits of much practical value. 
With some of these machines strictly compara- 
tive data of lubricating power under the con- 
ditions present in the machine can be obtained, 
but as these conditions frequently differ from 
those presented in actual practice, the deduc- 
tions drawn from the data may be misleading. 
Mr. Thurston himselt admits that the use of 
the testing machine to determine the relative 
friction, reducing power and wear, and the en- 
durance of oiJs as data for use in the solution 
of the commercial problem, wil: often be found 
to involve some difficulties. These difficulties 
arise, however, not from faults of the method, 
but, as he says. from the exceeningly great un- 
certainty often existing as to whether the con- 
ditions of test are precisely those of use. He 
addsthata good testing machine may be re- 
lied upon, if properly handled, to 
give accurate data, but it can rarely 
be made equally certain that the same 
conditions can be permanently retained when 
the lubricant is put inservice. Satisfactory 
approximations may, however, in his opinion 
readily be secured with careful supervision 
and ordinary skill, for all cases in which the 
machinery is well proportioned, in good order, 
and weli cared for. Mr. Thurston further re- 
marks that experiments made upon the nicely 
fitted journal of a testing machine are not 
conclusive as to suitability of a lubricant for 
use on a similar journal which is not weil 
fitted. The latter bearing only in spots or 





+A Treatise on Friction and Lost Work in 
Machinery and Millwork.” By Robert H. 
Thurston, A.M.,C.E. : 

+Iit has been well said that many an engineer 
wastes tons ot coalin an attempt to save gal- 
lons of oil. 

+ Mr. Thurston points out that the measure 
ot the co-efficient of friction alone is not al- 
waysagauge of the value of anoil. A low 
coeflicient is sometimes tound to coexist with 
serious wear, and even low friction and a cool 
journal may be accompanied by wear. With 
very light pressures and high speeds, as with 
fast running spindles, light mineral oils some 
times give low friction, and yet produce rapid 
wear. Mr. F. W.Arvine found that a cotton 
spindle after running tor some time at a speed 
of 6500 revolutions per minute with a fluid oil, 
lost ag much as one-tenth gram in weight, 4 






















along lines of contact, is subjected on such 
surfaces of contact to pressure which may be 
enormously heavier than that affecting the 
same journal when wear or refitting has given 
it a good fitting. and the best lubricant is there- 
fore one adapted to such intense pressure. 
Could the magnitude of this extraordinary 
pressure be known, a good testing machine 
would determine which of any collection of 
oils is best fitted to sustain it. The testing 
machine determines the behavior of oils upon 
its own journals; if those on which the lubri 
cant is to be used are similar, its behavior will 
then be the same. While the machine does not 
usually serve to select oile for badjy made 
surfaces, it exhibits the intrinsic qualities of 
the oils tested, and every mechanic and engi- 
neer endeavors to get all journals intoas good 
condition as those of the testing machine, and 
then fit them to do good work with good oils, 
Mr. Thurston also expresses the opinion that in 
order to determine precisely what oils are 
adapted to any special purpose, or to ascertain 
for what use any oilis best fitted, it is neces- 
sary to make an exemination of the lubricant 
while it is working under the specified condi 
tions. That is to say, the oil should be put 
upon a journal of the character of that on 
which it is proposed to use it, and subjecting it 
to the pressure proposed, running it at the 
speed that the journal is expected to attain; its 
behavior will then show conclusively its adapt- 
ability to such an application. 

I am indebted to Professor H. B. Nason, of 
the Rennsellaer Polytechnic, Troy, State of 
New York, for sending me some valuable pa- 
pers on the subject of the testing of lubricating 
oils by Protessor Ordway and Mr. C J.H. 
Woodbuary*. The experiments conducted by 
Professor Ordway, in association with Mr. At- 
kinson, had for their object to determine, 
among other points, the extent to which spin- 
die oils in common use were liable to sponta- 
neous combustion when absorbed by cotton- 
waste or other similar material, as well as the 
temperature at which they evolved inflamma- 
ble vapor. But I have referred to the investi- 
gation chiefly because these gentlemen report 
that three machines—two American and one 
English—which they had obtained with the 
view of testing the lubricating power of the 
oils under examination, furnished n« satisfac- 
tory results; and it was accordingly found 
necessary to substitute for these machines an 
ordinary spinniog frame, with a thermometer 
applied to each spindle, the heat evolved being 
regarded as a measure of the friction. Mr. 
Woodbury’s papers are largely devoted to a de- 
scription of the results obtained with the well- 
known testing machine of which he is the in- 
ventor. Inthe first paper it was pointed out 
that friction varies with the area, because the 
adhesiveness of the lubricant is proportional 
to the area, and the resistance due to this 


cause is a larger fraction of the total mechani- ° 


ical effect with light,than it is with heavy 
pressures. Accordingly, as the results of the 
preliminary work indicated that the coefticient 
of friction varied with all the circum- 
stances, it was found necessary to simulate 
the conditions of specific practical appli- 
eations to determine the value of a lubri- 
cant for such purposest. In Mr. Woodbury’s 
seecnd paper the results ebtained with a modi- 
fied form of apparatus constructed to carry 
presstires up to 40 lbs per square inch were 
given. The experimental data contributed by 
Mr. Woodbury, supplemented by those reported 
by Mr. Tower in thiscountry. constitute a com. 
prehensive series, since Mr. Tower operated at 
great pressures (100 lbs to 625 lbs per square 
inch), though with a a special method of lubri- 
cation (the oil bath system); but in the dis- 
cussion which followed the reading of Mr. 
Woodbury’ssecond contribution, it was pointed 
out by Mr. F. W. Arvine, chemist of New 
York, manufacturers of lubricating oil, that 
the agreement between the results yiel’ed by 
testing machines and those obtained in actual 
practice was unfortunately very small. + 

As the Pennsyivania Railway Company have 
paid considerable attention to the testing of

+ The working pressure in Mr. Woodburys, 
earlier experiments was 5/b per square inch, 
and the speed 500 revolutions per minute, these 
conditions corresponding witn the velocity aud 
pressure of a Sawyer spindle running at 7,600 
revolutions per minute, with a band tension of 
4lb. Mr. Woodbury stated that the intermit- 
tent pressure on the wrist-pin of a locomotive 
amounted to as much as 3,000 lbs per square 
inch. According to Professor Thurston, the 
maximum pressure On the crank-pins of beavy 
engines is 1,200 lbs per square inch, and under 
the pivots of drawbridges sometimes as much 
as 9,C00 lbs per square inch. 

+ Mr. Arvine has retinquished the use of the 
various machines referred to, and now con- 


ducts his tests under the conditions of actual | 


practice. When I was in New York last au- 
tumn I speat several hours in Mr. Arvine’s 
laboratory, and noted that be used for the test- 
ing of spindle oilsa trame of spindles, such as 
may be found in a cotton mill, and for tne test- 
ing of heavier oils a railway-wagon axle of the 
usual construction, capable of being loaded 
with the weight commeny carried. Both 
pieces of apparatus were driven at the ordi- 
nary speed, and were fitted with sensitive 
éynamometers and thermometers. An appai- 
atus for seating cylinder and valve 
practical conditions of temperature and pres- 
gure of steam was in course of construction.

oils under ; 


lubricating oils, it is instructive to find that at 
the end of last year the opinion of Dr. Charles 
B. Dudley. chemist of the company, who has 
studied the subject of lubricants during the 
pust ten years, was that the problem of dimin- 
ishing the loss due to friction was complicated 
and not well understood. 

Ihave not had the opportunity of working 
with the machine of Professor Thurston or Mr. 
Woodbury, but some years ago I was engaged 
for many months in testing lubricating oils 
withthe Ingram and Stapfer machine, and I 
found it impossible to obtain any results that 
were thoroughly satisfactory from a practical 
point of view. 

In studying the records of the experiments 
made in the testing of lubricating oils with the 
various machines which have been devised for 
the purpose, I have admired the ingenuity and 
patience with which the results were arrived 
at. It must, however, be obvious that the in- 
dicxtions afforded by testing machines may in 
the present state of our knowledge of the sub- 
ject be wholly misleading, and it is this fact 
which has led me to attach great importance 
to the adoption of a good system of determin- 
ing the viscosities of oils. To my mind, in- 
deed, the most valuable result of the experi- 
ments made with testing macbines has been 
the demonstration of the close relation which 
exists between viscosity and lubricating 
power. 

The diminution of viscosity with increasing 
temperature isa feature to which I shall have 
oceasion to refer later. Mr. Woodbury states 
that within a close approximation the lubri- 
cating qualities of an oil are inversely propor- 
tional to its vicosity; that is, that the friction 
decreases with the cohesion of the globules of 
oil for each other. Although in succeeding re- 
marks Mr. Woodbury somewhat qualifies the 
statement quoted, there can, I think, be little 
doubt that the determination of the viscosity 
of an oil affords the most valuable test of lu- 
bricating properties that we have at our dis- 
posal. There may be an advantage in testing 
the oil by using it under conditions to which it 
will be subjected in actual practice, but it is 
admittedly exceedingly difficult to determine 
precisely what these conditions are, especially 
in some cases, and étill more difficult to repro- 
duce them with certainty. On the other hand, 
ifacertain oil has given satisfactory results 
under given conditions of fit, or want of fit of 
bearings, pressure, speed and temperature, it 
may be predicted with tolerable certainty that 
another oil of the same nature, having a simi- 
lar viscosity, will yleld equally good resulta. 

The simplest form of apparatus for the de- 
termination of viscosity consists of a glass pi- 
pette drawn out to a small orifice, such an in- 
strument I hold in my hand. The pipette be- 
ing filled to a mark on the stem with the oil to 
be tested, the time occupied in the flowing out 
of the contents. either wholly or to a lower 
mark is noted. This form of apparatus is still 
largely employed, the experiments being usu- 
ally made inaroom maintained at a tempera- 
ture of 70 deg. F. The pipette is, however, not 
adapted for use at high temperatures, and ac- 
cordingly Mr. J. Veitch Wilson, Mr. W. Mac- 
Ivor, Mr. D. N. Sacker, and others have pro- 
posed to surround it with a jacket containing 
water or other liquid, heated to the desired 
temperature. It is a serious objection to the 
pipette that the results afforded vary to some 
extent witn the shape of the constructed por- 
tion of the tube. Two pipettes may be con- 
structed with jets of such size that they deliver 
equal quantities of a given oil at a given tem- 
perature in a given time; but if the jets vary 
materially in form, the two instruments will 
not furnish concordant results with oils of 
greater or less viscosity than that of the oil 
with which they were standardized. The fra- 
gile nature of the pipette also constitutes an 
objection in cases where it has to be subjected 
to somewhat rough usage. In the jacketed 
forms of pipettes the column of oil is usually 
of considerab’e length, and it is difficult to 
maintain a uniform temperature throughout 
the oil during the experiment. 

To the instrument employed by Mr. C. Rum- 
ble, chemist, at the Battersea Works, of Price’s 
Patent Candle Company, these objections do 
not attach. This apparatus consists of a metal- 
lic cylinder of considerable diameter in rela- 
tion to its length, provided with an agate jet, 
and surrounded with a water bath. Mr. Rumble 
was good enough to let me have one of these 
viscosimeters some years ago, and I found 
that, although it did not possess the chief 
defects of the pipette, it was susceptible of 
considerable improvement. Thus, although 
great care was taker in boring the agate jet, 
there was a considerable difference between 
results afforded by instruments constructed by 
the same maker, and professedly alike. Again, 
as the screw cap, which carried the jet and 
formed the bottom of the oil cylinder, was 
provided with a leather washer the length of 
the column—the cylinder always being filled to 
overfi. wing—depended to some extent upon 
the thickness and elasticity of the washer and 
the force with which the cap was screwed on. 
Moreover, to keep the oil in a required tem- 
perature it was necessary to have the level of 
the liquid in the bath so high that there was 
danger of sume of this liquid finding ite way 
into the oil which was being tested. Finally, 
there was 10 arrangement for heating the bath, 
and this was a serious objection to the instru 
ment when viscosities were required to be 
taken at high temperatures.

There has been no marked improvement in 
the market for paints and colors during the 
week just closed, though manufacturers and 
dealers in some instances report that their sales 
are ahead of those of the corresponding week 
last year. The movement is confined almost 
entirely to supplying the wants of local and 
near-by consumers, but it is hoped that after 
the resumption of canal navigation business 
will pick up considerably. There have been no 

mportant changes in prices since our last and 
ew features worthy of special note, Whiting 
and paris white are somewhat unsettled owing 
to active competition, but the cutting of prices 
seems to be confined almost entirely to markets 
outside of New York. 
White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

The bottom seems to have fallen out of the 
pig lead market owing to reports of large sup- 
plies ready to come forward from the west. 
The downward movement was started early in 
the week by a large operator, who offered and 
sold common at475c. Since then the market 
has gone off to 470c and closes dull at that, 
The sales for the week amount to about 300 
tons at 475@470c. Messrs John Wahl & Co- 
writing from St. Louis under date of April 17th 
say: “In sympathy with other markets an in- 
creasing dullness has characterized our lead 
market here since our report of a week ago 
and prices have further deciined under heavy 
offerings of bellers. Only a moderate amount 
of business has been transacted for the want of 
buyers who have become rather intimidated on 
account of the special efforts made by some of 
the large holders to unload, and none of them 
have felt like buying round lots except ata 
greatly reduced figure. Sales will probably 
foot up say 400 tons refined at prices ranging 
from $4 65 down to $4 60, and ‘00 tons common 
at prices ranging from $4 60 down to $455. At 
the close buyers have set their peg at $4 50, and 
claim nothing higher will tempt them to take 
hold. Sellersare not ready to meet them this 
low, not being able to make up their mind 
whether transactions at this figure would prove 
remunerative. The situation as a whole is 
somewhat mysterious, and it is pretty difficult 
at this juncture to state whether the present 
weakness is going to become stationery. Were 
it not for the unsettled and complicated labor 
troubles, which have had a disastrous effect on 
trade in general and are likely to have for some 
time to come we would say the decline iu pig 
lead is unwarranted, and the reason for 
game is apparently of a speculative nature,” 
Messrs. Everett & Post, of Chicago, write 
onthelith: ‘The week just closing has been 
one of quietness, and some weakness has de- 
veloped, partly owing to the effect of labor 
troubles, but principally by manipulation of 
speculators East. At the close trade is demoral- 
ized and lead is unsalable except a conceasion. 
Sales during the week foot up some 600 tons at 
470@454c and at present writing the market 
may be quoted 4 60c. In looking over the vari- 
ous sources of production we see ro visible in- 
crease, nor can any accumulations of lead be 
found with the exception of what isin store 
East, and as foreign rules at and around 4 9c 

import, any increased demand will affert 
values. However, as long as the labor problem 
is unsettled speculators will bave things their 
own way.” 

The white lead market is not affected by the 
decline in the pig metal,as the carbonate now on 
the market and in the beds was made from lead 
which leaves little or no margin of profit to the 
ecorroder, The demand is light,as the principal 
buyers are well supplied. The association 
prices remain 7}¢c net for lead in oil in quan- 
tities of less than 500 lbs in wood, and 7c 60 days 
or 2% per cent idisconnt for cash in 165 days 
from date of invoice, for lots of 500 lbs and 
over. Lead in oil in 25 lb, 1244 Ib and 1 to 5 lb 
cans ig quoted at an adyance of }éc,-1c and 2i4c 
respectively, on the keg prices. The rebates 
remain as heretofore, and are payable at the 
end of the year to buyers who observe the rules 
of the Association. 

American oxide of zinc remains very firm. 
Manufacturers are still behind their orders and 
are running to their full capacity to catch up. 
The demand has not abated and sales are 
making of large quantities both for prompt 
and futare deliveries. We continue to quote 3% 
@+ for the best and 38@3}¢c for off grades, 
There is the usual steady movement in French 
zincs and prices are firmly maintained at 55¢c 
for dry Antwerp red seal in bbls of 220% Ibs, 
6c for dry Paris red seal and 1%4c for dry Paris 
green seal. Discounts are as follows: To buyers 
of 10 bbl lota of one or assorted grades. | per 
per cent; 25 bbis, 2 per cent and & bbis, 4 per 
cent. No discount is allowed on less than 10 
bb! lots and discounts include brokerage.

Carmine is selling steadily in accordance with 
the wants of the trade, but we hear of no im- 
portant transactions. The market is firm at the 
manufacturers’ quotations, which are $3 15@ 
8 26, according to quantity and style of pack- 
ing. 

Quicksilver vermilion shows a slight im 
provement in demand, though business is still 
confined to supplying the present wants of the 
trade. The market is very firm in sympathy 
with the crude material, but there is no quot- 
able change in prices. We continue to quote 
the combination prices of 52c for lots in bulk, 
53c in bags and 57c for smaller quantities. 

American vermilion finds a small outiet in a 
jobbing way and remains steady in price. We 
quote 10}4@llc, according to quantity and 
quality. 

Artificial vermilion is in fair steady request, 
the movement being entirely of a jobbing 
character. There is no change in prices, and 
the market may be written steady at 18@25c for 
the medium and finer qualities and 7@li5c for 
the lower grades, 

Orange minera: occupies the same position as 
at the date of our last. The imported kinds 
find onlya moderate jobbing demand as the 
principal consumers are being supplied on con- 
tract. Domestic isin good request and manu- 
faoturers report a ready outlet for their product 
at market rates. We quote German and Eng- 
lish at 854@9c and French at 844@9c avcording 
to quantity and position. The favorite Ameri- 
can brands are held at 8@844c as to quantity.

WINDOW GLASS. 


The mails received this week bring full ac- 
counts of the amount ot damage done by the 
recent strike in Belgium, and fully confirm 
previous cable advices. These reports add 
nothing new to the facts already given except 
that the work of reconstructing the factories 
has already begun and that all but two of them 
will be put in complete running order ready to 
resume work on June l. It is now certain that 
there will be no further important supplies 
from the other side until the factories get under 
way again, and the stock on the spot will have 
to constitute the supply until that time. There 
does not appear to be any prospect of a large 
draft being made on the stock by consumers 
the demand being only fair at present. The 
feeling, however, is very firm and there is no 
shading of previous discovnts, which are 75 
@75 and 10 per cent. 

American window glass continues to show 
improvement, the tone of the market being 
much firmer than for some time past. Dis- 
counts are unchanged from those quoted last 
week at 75 and 5 @ 75 and 10 per cent for single 
and double. The Crockery and Glassware Re- 
porter of recent date says of this market. “If 
all signs do not fail the position of domestic 
window glass will be very materially improved 
ina short time. New York importers have 
been making overtures to manufacturers here 
for supplies, the Belgian houses being unable 
to meet anything like the demand at present. 
The manufacturers are, however. holding off 
for better prices, which they will probably 
have to get eventually, and an advance of as 
much as twenty per cent is confidently expect- 
ed by some. All talk of shutting down the 
factories has ceased, and they wil! probably run 
until the end of the fire. Considering the poor 





demand and wretched prices that have pre- 
vailed here for so long it is not surprising that 
manufacturers are jubilant over the improved 
outlook. They hope to be able to recompense 
themse!ves, partially at least, for the losses they 
have met with since the season commenced. 
The prospect of a sharp increase will not be so 
cheering to the dealers, however, who have 
been holding back all year, notwithstanding 
that they could get glass in any quantity and 
size almost at their own prices. It seems good 
enough for them, too,” 
PLATE GLASS. 

The shading of prices by one or two dealers 
has led to a general decline on plate glass and 
discounts now are 50 and 10 and 5 per cent. 
Stocks are said to be ample now, while the de- 
mand continues very good,

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A German Remonstrance Against the 
Duty on Lubricating Oils. 


Mr. Franz Sander, a leading importer of 
American lubricating oils and colors in Ham- 
burg, has sent the REPORTER a copy of the fol- 
lowing petition which he has caused to be 
distributed among the trade in Germany for 
signatures to bring abuut a reduction in duty 
on lubricating oils: 

“To the High Imperial Council of the Ger- 
man Empire:—The following representation 
and petition is submitted : 

“The heavy mineral oils, as lubricating mate- 
rial for machinery, have by their qualitative 
superiority over the vegetable and mineral oils 
rendered themselves absolutely indispensible, 
and by the continued and rapidly increased 
consumption during ‘the past ten years, the 
mineral lubricating oil bas risen to such im- 
portance that at the present day it forms an 
important factor in all manufactures, and the 
sale of the same is the only source of income 
for many hundreds of German merchants. The 
eountries of production of the heayy mineral 
lubricating oils are particularly America, 
Russia and England, while the quantity pro- 
duced in Germany is insignificantly small as 
compared with the enormous consumption; 
furthermore, the home product can only 
satisfy moderate demands as to quality. 
These foreign mineral lubricating oils, 
which are of incomparably better quality than 
our home products, were originally admitted 
free of duty, but on Jan. 1, 1884, a duty of 6 

marks per 100 kilos was imposed, a burden 
which was seriously felt by both commerce and 
industry, and caused numerous movements 
fora general complaint and petitions against 
the measure. The paispnerensilen however, soon 









was determined by good reasons in imposing 


the duty, and no petitions were presented. 
When, however, on July 1, 1885, after the con- 
sequences of the duty first imposed had hardly 
been overcome, these same mineral lubricating 
oils were burdened with a further duty, plac- 
ing itat the unproportionately high rate of 10 
marks per 100 kilos. We sought in vain to find 
a motive for this measure, which is so very in- 
jurious to industry and to a commerce which 
was about assuming great importance. This 
duty cannot be considered as protective, be- 
cause a vital home miueral oil industry does 
not exist. The duty can not be for the pro- 
tection of the rape seed oil production, 
for rape seed oil now offers § very 
little competition to mineral oil as 
a lubricating material, and furthermore 
the prices of rape seed oil are altogether de- 
pendent upon the condition of the crops, and 
are not improved by the duty on mineral Oils 
as is most evident from the present low values. 
Asa financial duty this duty cannot be excused, 
for all railways, the navy, all government 
works, preferrably use mineral oils for their 
machinery, so that the State itself has to bear a 
large portion of the duties paid on the importa- 
tion of mineral lubricating oils. The difference 
between the higher prices which the govern- 
ment has necessarily to pay for its requirements 
of mineral lubricating oils,and the total re- 
ceipts from the duty on mineral lubricating 
oils will hardly give a sufficient plus to justify 
the enormous duty, in the face of the above 
mentioned reasons, and the injury to industry 
and commerce connected therewith. This fac- 
tor appears not to have been considered by a 
high imperial council, neither could they have 
been acquainted with the statistics of the im- 


to be obtained therefrom to July 1, 1885. For 
the petroleum, which until July 1, 1885, paid the 
same rate of duty as the mineral lubricating oil 
was classed together with it as ‘*mineral oil 
crude or refined,” and no distinction made. 
The supposition would consequently appear 
juetified, that the imperial council for its last 
measure was only familiar with party co‘ored 
reports ot a few interested parties. 


To-day the entire industry and commerce 
petition, who are not the representatives of a 
combination or body, but who unite from all 
parts of the empire in a feeling of the uniform- 
ity of their interests. Every single manufac- 
turer, who for a long time is accustomed to 
consider the price and the ‘quality of the lubri- 
cating material as an important factor in his 
manufacture; every merchant interested in 
this trade, who under the enormous pressure 
of a duty exceeding partly over 100 per cent of 
the value, does his trade only in name with 
merchandise, but in fact must employ his capi- 
talin paying the duties without being able to 
waina corresponding profit for his labor and 
risks, 

We unite in the obedient request to the high 
imperial council: In acknowledgment of aso 
many sided and heavy injury on the one hand, 
and the unproportionately low increase of in- 
come from the present duty on the other 
hand, the abolition of the enormous burden of 
duty be caused. 

The following card was also issued to the 
trade by Mr. Sander: 

The question of effecting a well organized 
general petition to the law-giving bodies for 
the purpose of abolishing the unproportionate 
ly high rates of duty on mineral oils which are 
now in force, has repeatedly teen ventilated

conquered, that the high imperial 5 mathe! ports of mineral lubricating oils and the duties by numerous interested parties, but no one has 





thus far been willing to undertake the difficult 

and costly task. In being prepared, upon the 

pressing solicitation of my Continental business 

friends, to undertake the organization of the 
movement, leaving my neutral position as ai 
importer of mineral oils, I am well aware, that 

my connections in the interested circles are too 

limited, to insure a large and gencral co-opera- 
tion, Iam, however, convinced that my un- 
dertaking sufficiently speaks for itself, to find 
thousands of sympathizers in the widest cir- 
cles. I will limit myself to telling the interest- 
ed dealers, that only a general action by all the 
interested parties will lead to the desired result 
and that upon the co-operation of each individ- 
ual one will depend success. I beg, dear sirs, 
that you will support the petition not only by 
your own signature, but that each one will act 
in favor of the petition among the interested 
parties, and awaken their interest for thesame. 
The manufacturers are respectfully requested 
to attentively read, and careful!y consider my 
draft of a petition. On occount of the deep in- 
terest, which this matter hasin the largest cir- 
cles, no one who sympathizes with the petition, 
should refuse his signature, for each signature 
is an aid in making success sure, which would 
be endangered by indifference.

The Dissolution of Belden & Rein- 


hard. 

Last week, Mr. Alfred G. Belden, of this city, 
announced the dissolution of their firm of Bel- 
den & Reinhard, and that he would conduct 
the oil business under the firm of A. G, Belden 
& Co. Mr. F. H. Reinhard has also resumed 
business on his own account, next door to the 
former premises, and issued a circular in which 
the following statement is made: 

“IT have no hesitation in saying that the whole 
proceeding was a scheme on his part to grab 
the good will, trade marks and property rights 
of the business to my damage. He has no right 
to, and cannot carry on business at the old 
stand. That is in the hands of the receiver, 
and our property rights will be adjusted by 
the courts.” 

Mr. Belden states in answer to the above that 
he was forced to take the action he d‘d, and 
that his late partner was made aware of bis 
desires before the dissolution occurred.

The Use of Oil in Storms. 

The last supplement to the Pilot Chart of the 
North Atlantic Ocean gives the following 
recommendatton in regard to the use of oil, 
particularly for the benefit of fishing vessels 
and others that-may have to anchor onthe open 
coast : 

Captain D. G. Patterson. of East Boston, 
writes to the office as follows: When a vessel 
of any kind has to be anchored in an open 
roadstead, when there is danger in a gale, she 
should have a buoy rope to the crown of her 
anchor strong enough to weigh the anchor, and 
a few fathoms more in length than the depth of 
the water, on the other end of which should be 
a good buoy, with a bull’s-eye or thimble at- 
tached with a line run through, both of the ends 
of which are kept on board the vessel. In case 
of rough weather the ends are bent together 
and an oil bag hauled out to the buoy. It does 
not matter how the current runs, the oil will 
be to windward of the ship and prevent the 
seas from breaking on board. In case of the 
chain parting the buoy rope would be founda 
convenient means of recovering the anchors. 

A similar method for getting the oil to wind 
ward has been recommended to fishing vessels 
by the officers in charge of the branch hydro 
graphic office at Boston. As fishermen are 
usually anchored in Ceep water and riding toa 
long scope of cable, it would be necessary to 
attach the thimble to the cable, so that when 
veered to the proper scope the oil reservoir 
would be abuut one bundred feet ahead of the 
vessel, 

Kuhlow’s German Trade Review furnishes the 
following example: 

The Hamburg steamer Bohem‘a, Captain RK. 
Karlowa, which sailed from Cuxhaven to New 
York on the 13th ult. with a cargo of 3,000 tons 
and 230 passengers, reports successful ex; eri- 
ments in pouring oil on the troubled waters. 
The vessel had arough passage. At midnight 
on February 24 it was found necessary to stop 
the engines and let the ship drive in order to 
prevent pitching, heavy teas breaking over be 
frequently. Atthis time the captain caus«d 
five bags filled with oil to be hung on the wind- 
ward side of the vesse! in the water, soon after 
which the ship lay well andtook no more water. 
Next day another terrific storm occurred and 
the same experiment being tried—the stopping 
cf the engines andthe hanging out of bags of 
oil—equally satisfactory resuits were secured. 
The consumption of oil during 23 hours was 130 
lbs. while the ergines saved at least 35 tons of 
coal, while neither lubricating oil nor tallow 
had to be used. Captain Karlowa in his report 
says that the quieting of the sea by means of 
oil is a plan of untold value fo’ heavily-laden 
vessels. Thecrewon deck during the storm 


were able to do necessary work which but for 
the use of oil could only have been done at the 
peril of limb and life.

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PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, April 20, 1886. 

Petroleum has had a fairly active week. The 
range has been quite satisfactory, although it 
has at no time exceeded three cents. Business 
has been of moderate proportions, the clear- 
ances averaging about 10,000,000 daily, The 
temper of the trade has been to buy on every 
break and sell on every spurt. 

Scalpers and room traders in conjunction 
with the big houses, seem content with quick 
sales and muderate profits, This in part ac 
counts for the large transactions, characteristic 
of a rather dull week. Kane & Washington 
still remain unsolved factors in the great oil 
problem, 

Washington during the next three weeks 
promises to be very interesting. A great many 
ventures are near the vital spot and due at 
almost any time. The Washington producers, 
despite the fact that they draw their supplies 
from different sands, show unfailing symptoms 
of exhaustion. Even the wonderful Dyer or 
Smith well cannot hold itsown. The develop- 
ment of the Washington field is slow and can 
be withheld almost indefinitely, since the fac- 
tions to whose interest it is to cause an advance 
now contro! most of the wells pending in that 


section. 
Kane has a score or more of wells that are 


nearly through the sand. Unless some of the 
lucky wildcatters strike it rich, Kane’s pros- 
pects as a coming great oil field will receive a 
serious check. 

Shousetown has developed a good well or 
two. How much of a territory the drill will 
open is simply a matter of conjecture. 

There are at least four wells, the Smith No. 2, 
Vandergrift No.1, on the William Barre farm; 
Willets No. 2 on the Munce heirs purchase and 
the Munhall & Smithman No. lon the R. D. 
Wylie lease at Washington, which are posing in 
ahair balance and are to be expected at any 
time. It is hinted that the respective owners 
of this quartette will pool their issues and bring 
the wells in on the same day. The effect of 
such an arrangement can be understood by all 
who have even an indefinite knowledge of the 
sympathetic relations between the trade and 


the field, 
Whether these wells make their advent 


as gushers or dusters, the effect in either 
case will be to change values considerably. 
It is generally expected that the week will be 
fraught with developments which will not only 
go towards determining the skirmish lines for 
the operator, but also will tend to settle the 
much controverted source of the Dyer gusher’s 
oil. All things considered, the situation is most 
favorable for a season of manipulation, and it 
is safe to predict that the powers that be will 
take every advantage of every opportunity 
offered to depress or advance values. 

“The production of the oil fields during 
March,” said Mr. George R. Gibson, of Watson 
& Gibson, **‘was about 62,000 barrels a day, or 
say 2,000 barrels daily increase over February. 
About 806 wells are now under way and while 
many of them will be small or failures, some 
may make such a good showing as to tempor- 
arily depress prices, for operators are always 
watching developments. However, it is im- 
probablethat under ordinarily favorable cir- 
cumstances the entire production will equal 
the consumption.” 

“What is the estimated consumption ?” 

“About 70,000 to 73,000 barrels daily. One of 
the best authorities estimates the average daily 
consumption of American oil for the current 
year at the latter figure. One thing is certain— 
its use is increasing. Carefully prepared statis- 
tics show that the domestic consumption in 
1885 was fully 20 per cent more than in 1884, 
andthere ia no reason to suppose that this 
ratio of increase will be appreciably diminished 
this year. Exports are exceptiorably heavy 
for the season, and as stocks in Europe are 
light refiners look for a good trade through the 
summer, The largest purchases for foreign 
account are made in the summer, 

“The result of the foregoing facts is a con- 
stantly diminishing stock of crude oil and thus 
the basis of speculation is gradually narrowing 
with the reduction of outstanding certificates’ 
Within the past twenty monthe this reduction 
has amounted to over six millions of barrels, 
On April 1 stocks were 31,307,831 barrels against 
37,406,856 in August, 1884.” 

“ How about Russian competition ?” 

“* There is no doubt that the oil wells at Baku 
are very prolific and that their product is very 
cheap. It is true, however, that it takes three 
barrels of the Russian crude to be equivalent 
to one of the American in producing a given 
illuminating power. Then again, capital, though 
largely employed by the Novel and other com. 
panies, is not so secure or systematically organ- 
ized as here under the lead of the Standard. 

“Then, too, the facilities for placing their oil 
in Europe are inadequate and expensive. 
Baku, on the Caspian, an inland sea, where the 
wells and refineries are located. is 560 miles 
from Batoum, the Black Sea port. A single- 
track railway now connects these two points, 
but it crosses the Suram Pass at such a high 
grade that transportation is very slow and ex- 
pensive. 

“A pipe line would cheapen this transporta- 
tion immensely, but it would require time and 
capital to construct it, and as the Kussian Goy- 
ernment is interested in the railway it is not 
likely that will add the pipe lineat present. It 
is understood, however, that the Ministry 
favors tunneling the Suram Pass, which would 
be a great saving, 





“The oil once laid down at Batoum would be 
as pear European centres of consumption as on 
the wharves of New York. We may expect 
the Russian industry to grow and finally to 
become a rival of Americain supplying Europe 
with petroleum,but with American crude under 
$1, and refined in the neighborhood of 73¢c—its 
present price—or even 8c a gallon, Russia is not 
likely to make much inroads on our foreign 
market.” 

No special features characterized to-day’s 
market. From Washington came word that 
the Willetts well which was spraying oil would 
not be drilled in until late this evening or to- 
morrow. The Munhall on the Wiley farm is 
believed to be ontop of the Dyer sand and is 
spraying oil. The well has been shut down to 
await the building of tankage. The Shirls well 
is working hard und is maintaining her average 
at 200 bbls per diem.

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Petroleum Borings in Hanover. 


Lately there have been various reports of 
successful borings for petroleum. The purpose 
of these statements is evident—the raising of 
money for the undertakings concerned. It 
wiil be well, in this case, to be careful before 
speculating, and to reflect on what has oc- 
Three years ago a petroleum 
company was formed iu Hamburg for the 
purpose of carrying on extensive borings in 
Hanover, and, of course, of making a large 
fortune. Since the company came into life 
little or nothing has been heard of it until just

takes as much as £333,000 worth of American 
oil. The crude material is of very great specifie 
gravity, with a large proportion of heavy 
lubricants and paraffine, so that it can be 
burnt with a wick in an open vessel. When 
refined it forms a very safe material, and, as 
the refining works in Rangoon are still going, 
it may be presumed there is still some profit, at 
least in extracting the lubricants. The crude 
oil is largely used in Burmah for smearing 
over the exterior of wooden buildings to pro- 
tect them from the weather. The output has 
been variously given. One of Mr. Oldham’s 
estimates in 1856 is 17,000 tons per year, ofa 
value, before the American competition, of 
probably £200,000. Mr. Oldham thinks (his ac- 
count will be found in an appendix to Colonel 
Yule’s book) that the supply is likely to be- 
come exhausted, but it may be that with an 
improved system of working a greater supply 
could be obtained. It certainly could be pro- 
duced at cheaper cost; an obvious improve- 
ment would be to lay a pipe line over the short 
distance to the Irrawaddy.”

A Petroleum Engine. 


A new motor, which promises to prove a 
powerful rival to the gas engine, has recently 
been introduced into this country from Ger- 
many, where it is already in considerable use. 
This is Spiel’s petroleum engine, the working 
of which was recently inspected, the example 
being a two-horse power engine, nominal, 
working up to three-horse. In general appear- 
ance the petroleum engine does not differ 
greatly from some horizontal types of gas en- 
gines, except that it carries a small reservoir 
above it for the oil. In the present instance 
this reservoir contains two gallons and a half 
of refined petroleum, which is equal to a five 
or six hours’ supply. From the reservoir the 
petroleum is conducted by a pipe toa pump, 
by which small measured quantities are in- 
jected into the cylinder of the engine. The oil 
issupplied at the rate of about fuur drops per 
revolution of the engine (which runsat 120 
revolutions per minute), and at a given point it 
is ignited by means of a small spirit lamp. The 
modus operandi may be briefly explained as 
follows: On its outstroke the piston drawsin a 
charge of air and petroleum, and on the return 
stroke it compresses this mixture, which is ex- 
ploded as the crank passes the back centre. The 
combustion and expansion of the charge take 
place at the third stroke, the products of com- 
bustion being driven out at the fourth stroke. 
There is thus one acting stroke in every four, 
motion being continued during the other three

Burmese Oil. 


Mr. A. Bryce, in opening a discussior on 
March 9, at the Royal Colonial Institute, on 
“Burmab,” said: “The castor oil plant appears 
to be anative of Burmab, and grows abund- 
antly in a wild statein both Lower and Upper 
Burmah, Its cultivation has been tried, but 
not on a scale to warrant success.” He also 
added the following: “One of the most valua- 
ble products of the soil of Burmah is petrole- 
um. It occurs in several places in Lower 
Burmah, some of which have been worked, but 
without much success. By far the most im- 
portant locality is Yenau-gyoung, about sey- 
enty miles to the north of the late froptier. 
The wells liea short distance from the left 
bank of the Irrawaddy, and have been worked 
from time immemorial. Indeed, earth oil may 
be said to bave been first known here, and, be- 
fore its discovery in America, the Burmah 
product was largely exported to Europe, It

The complaint still is that business is dull in 
almost every department of the drug market. 
The labor troubles are at the bottom of the 
depression, and it is believed that but for this 
disturbing element business would be unusu- 
ally good. The outlook is not at all encour- 
aging and dealers have made up their minds 
that the bright promises of the early spring 
are not to be fulfilled. It is true that in some 
lines the volume of business is to a considera- 
ble extent in excess of that of the correspond- 
ing period last year, but it is likewise a fact 
that since the current year began a degree of 
hesitation and uncertainty has characterized 
the progiess of events, and that this has of late 
become more pronounced, causing a halt to 
the progressivee improvemet which had been 
steacily developing. There are few features 


worthy of special attention in tke 
market, the most important being 
the stiffening of opium prices at the 


cloes caused by cable reports of a bightr 
market abroad. Some holders hero have ad- 
vanced prices while others are awaiting further 
developments on the otherside, There is noth- 
ing new in quinine, and the other leading arti- 
cles are without special features of interest. 
‘Bhe change in prices have been few, as will be 
seen by the list given below:

Early in the week cables were received 
quoting an easier market abroad in conse- 
quence of more favorable news as regards the 
Prospect of the crop. With the opening of the 
Week, however, other cables came to hand 
naming higher figures, which caused some of 
the holders to advance their prices, while 
others in the absence of cable instru-tions 
Continue previous figures. The demand has 
hot been stimulated to any perceptible extent 
by these various rumors, while on the other 
hand holders are less ‘nclined to press their 
offerings in the absence of advices from abroad 
For single cases the price ranges from $3 10@ 
3 200 as to test and holder, with only moderate 
sales reported within the range. Broken 
Packages are receiving the bulk of attention 
atthe moment and are obtainable at $3 1b@ 
3 20 as to test, quantity and holder. Powdered 
opium is firmer, now being quoted at $420@ 
4 30 as to quantity and holder. Mess F W Bowyer 
& Bartleet, under date of London, April 10,say: 
“Business has been very restricted, and almost 
entirely confined tothe manufacturing quali- 
ties. Fine ‘soft shipping’ kinds are offered at 
lower rates, but there is no improvement in the 
demand; there is great anxiety to sell the me- 
dium qualities, but neither speculators nor 
shippers respond, and the market generally is 
very depressed Fine ‘Druggists’’ kinds are 
quite neglected, but seconds have been taken 
toasmall extent—Salonica at 98 3d to 10s 6d, 
and Constantinople at recent values. Persian 
is very dull, fine quality on the spot is offering 
at }4s, and inferior at 12s to 13s. Fot arrival 
there is no inquiry.” 

So far the firmer tone to the opium market 
has had no perceptible effect as regards mor- 
phine, the demand being confined to the usual 
jobbing quantities, which are satisfied at cur- 
rent prices named by the various domestic 
makers. Scotch is quiet and is obtainable at 
$1 90@2 20, as to brand, quantify and style of

Quinine 

The market during the week has been very 
quiet, the demand is about exclusively for 
jobbing lots to cover current wants. Specula- 
tion for the moment apparently has ceased, as 
very few of the agents for leading German 
brands are quoting prices for future shipments, 
preferring to sell only such quantities as cur- 
rent wants of their regular trade may require. 
From outside holders 62}4@63c is named, while 
from agents 64@65c is the general quotation. 
Said one dealer “I think une cause of this lull 
in the demand for bulk is that pills are largely 
being substituted in its place throughout the 
country.” An offer of 64c was cabled for 10,000 
ounces for May and June delivery, but the 
owest price named as acceptabie was 66c. At 
the auction sale of barks to-day in London, 
1,859 bales of Ceylon and 1,060 bales of South 
American were offered, of which 1,500 bales of 
the former and 600 of the latter found buyers 
at prices ranging from 44 to 5}4d, the market 
closing steady. There is a good jobbing de- 
mand reported by all of the domestic makers, 
with values steady and unchanged. The London 
Public Ledger of the 10th inst., in speaking of 
the last fortaightly sale of barks, says:

Citric acid—Dealers in the foreign and do- 
mestic manufacturers have made no change in 
their quotations and report but little doing at 
the moment. Weget the following report un- 
der late date from London: “Acid citric,owing, 
it is said, to speculation, has declined in value, 
being now obtainable at 1s 11}4d to 28 onthe 
spot, a'though the makers still ask 2s 4d per |b, 
which is not even the parity of the cost of man- 
ufacture as compared to the price at which the 
raw material would be obtainable. In estimat- 
ing the position of lemon juice and citric acid, 
the following statistics will be found valuable: 
All the English citric acid makers received in 
raw materials, from October 1, 1883, to end of 
March, 1884, 1,373 pipes—about 200 tons; from 
October 1, 1884, to end of March, 1885, 2,022 pipes 
—abont 300 tons; from October 1, 1885, to end of 
March, 1886, 591 pipes—about 90 tons. Owing to 
the severe winter the lemon crop in Florida is 
reported nearly all destroyed, while in Sicily 
great damage was caused, and the production 
of lemon juice, which upon an average is about 
5,000 pipes per season, has been reduced this 
season to about 2,(00 pipes, and moreover the 
trees are reported as having greatly suffered, 
and it is asserted that next crop can only bea 
small one under the circumstances,”’

It is reported that sales have 
been made during the week of 100 cs Octagon 
B ex vessel, and 100cs V S O slightly matted, 
for out of town account. The prices at which 
these sales were made did not transpire. The 
London ‘“‘Commercial Record” of the 9th inst 
reports that market still dull and depressed, 
with “the bitter cry of ‘nothing doing’ ” beard 
in all quarters. “Holders of shellac,” it con- 
tinues, ‘are indeed having a bad time of it; in 
fact, the only way to realize on the article is 
to sellat public sale ‘without reserve,’ which 
invariably results in a fresh decline.” As re- 
gards the prospect: of the immediate future 
our contemporary sees nothing to warrant the 
expectation of a better condition of affairs, 
The immense stock acts as a continuous brake 
to speculation, and the shipments go on freely, 
in addition to which bear operations have been 
all or almost all covered.

Under date of April 1, 1886, Messrs. 
Evans, Sons & Co. say: 

The drug and chemical markets, which at 
the beginning of March appeared to show more 
activity, have become again depressed at the 
close of the month. 

Balsams—Copaiba — Recent low quotations 
have induced extensive sales and we should 
not be surprised to see an upward movement, 
especially as arrivals have fallen off. Peru and 
Tolu neglected. 

Berries—Capsicum declined to a low figure. 
Cubebs still very dear everywhere. 

Cantharides—Small stocks everywhere, but 
less demand, and therefore slightly weaker in 
tone. 

Gums—Catechu is dearer and may be yet 
higher. Turkey sorts still in very small supply 
and held for excessive rates. 

Insect Flowers—There is no alteration in 
value, but a large demand this coming summer 
might advance quotations. 

Leaves—Henbane— English biennial is much 
scarcer. Seuna—Stocks this year being so 
small a further important advance has taken 
place. 

Lime Juice—The first arrival of the new sea- 
son’s Montserrat, namely, 50,000 gallons, per 
“Hilda,” came consigned to us in March. Qual- 
ity is fine as usual. The value is enhanced, as 
the lime fruit crop last season was generally a 
poor one. 

Oils—Essential—Aniseed and Cassia slightly 
easier in value. Bergamot—This seems scarcer 
than was at first anticipated anda further rise 
hag taken place. Cloves advanced in sympathy 
with the strong and dearer position of the 
spice. Lemon—High prices are still asked. 
Limes— Montserrat, natural and distilled, dear- 
er. Sassafras—Quotation from America comes 
lower. 

Oils—Fixed—Castor—Firmer rates come from 
Calcutta. Godliver—Confirming ourreport of 
last month, the quality of some offered this 
year is very fine, and all reports say fishery has 
been a good one. Stocks of last year’s oil have 
sold at very low prices. Olive—Tbe new,which 
is this season of very fine quality, still remains 
at alow figure. 

Opium—More business is reported and firmer 
quotations come from Smyrna. Any damage 
to growing crops would cause an advance. 
There are already such rumors floating about. 

Roots—Galangal is cheaper; now at avery 
low figure. Ginger—African much lower, but 
again advancing from lowest point. 

Seeds--Caraway are rather easier, prospects 
for next crop being considered good. Carda- 
mom still very abundant, but more business 
doing. Cummin—The crop at Malta has turned 
out a remarkably poor one,and very high 
prices are asked. Foenugreek—Large arrivals 
have taken place, but the position of the article 
in our chief ports seems for the moment a very 
firm one.

Glucose.* 


BY WILLIAM H. BKEWER, PH.D., NBW HAVEN. 
In 1864 two patents were issued by our patent 
office for improved processes for making sugar 
from starch, since which date a large number 
have been issued, but it was not until about 
ten years ago that the manufacture assumed 
aay considerable importance. Before 1875 or 
1876 comparatively little starch sugar was made 
in the country, and then, particularly between 
1878 and 1882 the production suddenly assumed 
lmmense proportions. 

Previous to 1880 I have no statistics of pro- 
duction in this country. Professor Wiley states 
that Aug. 1, 1880, there were ten glucose facto- 
ries in the United States, consuming about 
20,000 bushels of corn daily, and I think it prob- 
able that some five or six millions of bushels of 
corn were converted into starch sugar that 
year and ten or twelve millions of bushels in 
1881. Various estimates have been given of 
the production in 1882, few placing it below 
twelve millions and some as high as fifteen mil- 

ions of bushels of corn consumed, The Acad- 
emy Commission reported thirty-two factories 
in 1883, with an aggregated capital of at least 
five millions of dollars, and the average con- 
sumption of corn was estimated to be at least 
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Under date of April 1, 1886, Messrs. | 40,000 or 45,000 bushels daily, although the 


amount fell off during the last half of that year, 
and was probably smaller rather than larger in 
1884. It must be remembered that the produc- 
tion isa very fluctuating one. The commis- 
sion was able to get a probably complete list of 
the starch sugar manufactories in this country, 
but it was found impossible to learn precisely 
what the real magnitude of the business was, 
and the above amounts are but estimates which 
were more probably below the mark than above 
it. They are sufficient, however, to give some 
idea of the enormous amount of starch sugar 
made here, 

Regerding the production in Europe, statis- 
tics are very incomplete and are not continu- 
ous, but there are figures enough to show that 
the production is enormous. 

What use is made of all this immense pro- 
duction? We rarely see it offered for sale as 
such in the markets; now what becomes of it? 

Starch sugar is used for nearly all the pur- 
poses for which cane sugar is. It is a constitu- 
entof much, if not the most, of the table syr- 
ups now used in the United States; it is ex- 
tensively used in confectione.y; it is used as an 
adulterant of cane sugar, but not to so great 
an extent as is often stated in the newspapers; 
it is used as a substitute for cane sugar in can- 
ning fruits and the manufacture of fruit jel- 
lies; it is used to adulterate honey, and even 
sold as strained honey; and 80 on of numerous 
uses where a sweetening substance is wanted. 
In many of these cases the use is perfectly 
honest and legitimate, in many others an un- 
mitigated fraud. 

In all of the above user the grape sugar is 
used directly as an ingredient of food and taken 
into the stomach as sugar, but its largest use is 
for fermentation. As already stated, the glu- 
coses undergo vinous fermentation directly, 
and its most extensive use is in brewing, where 
it is used along with malt as a cheaper substi- 
tute. Some is also used to doctor wines, and 
some also is fermented into vinegar. 

The amount used in the arts for uses not re- 
lated to fuods or drinks is so comparatively in- 
significant that it need not be considered, and 
we may say that practically the whole of the 
immense production goes ultimately into the 
human stomach, either in food or drink; there- 
fore, the importance of its sanitary aspects is 
universally conceded. Is starch sugar, or, as 
the public calls, it glucose, specially unwhole- 
some, either when taken directly ino the 
stomach with food or when fermented as an 
ingredient of seme drink ? 

No one supposes that the grape sugar pro- 
duced naturally in fruitsis unwholesome; no 
one says that these are dangerous to the pub- 
lic health, Moreover, inasmuch as cane sugar 
as well as starch is converted into grape sugar 
(dextrose) by the action of dilute acids and 
heat, it follows that grape sugar must often be 
formed artificially in the processes of cook- 
ery by the same chemical reaction that 
converts starch into glucose in the man- 
ufactories. Furthermore, it is the grape 
sugar naturally produced that undergoes the 
vinous fermentation in the production of wine 
and cider, and some other fermented drinks, 
and of vinegar and other articles of table use 
against which no charges are ever brought of 
special unwholesomeness because they are 
maiicin part from natural glucose. If there- 
fore commercial starch sugar is unwholesome 
the deleterious properties must be due to one 
of three causes, viz., either the plant from 
which the starch is obtained also originates 
some injurious organic compound which is 
not removed in the manufacture; or secondly, 
unwholesome materials incident to the manu- 
facture are left in the commercial product; or 
thirdly, when fermented, specially injurious 
compounds are formed in the fermentation. 


Regarding the first cause, we need have no 
apprebension in this country, maize being the 
only material thus far used for the production 
ef starch sugar on any considerable scale. 
Regarding the other two, the Academy Com- 
mission made extensive and it seems to me 
thoroughly convincing investigations. Many 
starch sugars were collected and analyses 
made in duplicate by different chemists work- 
ing in laboratories widely distant from each 
other, neither knowing of the work of the 
others nor of the name or brand or origin of. 
the specimen under examination. In the 
nineteen samples analyzed, the product of 
eight manufactories, fourteen contained less 
than one-half of one per cent. inorganic 
material, and this residue consisted almost 
entirely of the same materials that are found 
in the ashes of plants, i. e., compounds of 
chlorine, lime, magnesia and the alkalies. 
Neither tin nor copper nor other metallic im- 
purities were found in any of the sawples 
which came into their hands. These were the 
more carefully looked for because of sensa- 
tional statements that had recently gone the 
rounds of the press imputing these impurities 
to “glucose.” 

In Germany, where large quantities of potato 
starch sugar are used by brewers, experiments 
have been published whieh indicated that in- 
jurious substances (other than alcokol) were 
found in the products of fermentation. There 
is a conflicting literature relating to this, but 
no experiments relating to fermented maize 
starch sugar had been published, so whether or 
not the public health was endangered by this 
possible source of injury was in doubt, 

This was therefore made the subject ofa 
careful investigation by Professor Remsen, of 
the committee, He was Zortunate in securing 
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assistants who were especially expert and 
skilled in fermentation work, and also in the 
place where such experiments could be con- 


ducted under specially good conditions, An 
extensive series of fermentation experiments 
was carried on forsome months and on a con- 
siderable scale. The concentrated extracts of 
the fermentation products were taken in large 
quantities by several persons without any 
evidence of unwholesome effects of any kind. 
The commission unanimously came to the 
conclusion that the starch sngar produced in 
this country from maize is of great purity; 
that it does not contain injurious substances; 
that though having at best only about three- 
fifths the sweetening power of cane sugar, yet 
itis not inferior to cane sugar in wholesome- 
ness; that the manufacture of starch sugar is a 
long established industry, scientifically valu- 
able and commercially important; and that 
they find “no evidence that maize starch sugar 
either in ite normal condition or fermented.has 
any deleterious effect on the system, even 


when taken in large quantities.”

Some Features of the London Drug 


Sales. 

At the drug sales in London this week, says 
the Phar. Jour. and Trans. of April 3, false star 
anise (Japanese) is again offered for sale, and 
several parcels of very inferior scammony, not 
likely, it may be hoped, to be distributed in 
this country. A quantity of coca leaves were 
noticed, some in fair condition, but judging 
from the number of fruits mixed with them 
they had been gathered apparently when the 
fruite were ripening. Some samples of these 
leaves, as well as of matico, were offered in a 
condition in which they seemed more fit for 
burning. Amongst unusual drugs were noticed 
a new kind of rhatany, from Guayaquil, in 
very large, almost unbranched roots, with a 
fibrous bark resembling that of Peruvian rha- 
tany and a very astringent taste; anew kiad 
of colocynth from Bagdad; Socotra dragon’s 
blood; the handsome orange red colored native 
sarsaparilla grown in Jamaica, and bitter- 
seeded cardamoms, having a taste like camphor 
and known as “camphor seecs.” A few bales 
of cascara sagrada bark were offered. Gum 
arabic and Siam benzoin in tears, which were 
reported to have been scarce and of high price 
lately, appear to be again coming into the 
market. Some fine gum from the Cape of 
Good Hope, probably derived from Acacia 
horrica, was put up for sale. Although this 
gum gives a weak mucilage, it is free from the 
ropiness of some of thegum arabic of com- 
merce, and may prove useful for many pur- 
poses. Large quantities of menthol have been 
lately thrown into the market, which has con- 
siderably lowered the price. A quantity of 
unusually fine and clean Manila elemi was 
noticed, this being one of the drugs but little 
used in this country, but which, nevertheless, 
like cundurango bark, comes to the London 
market. Musk seed is just now unusually 
abundant and cheap, the supply being in excess

The Match Industry of England. 

Atarecent meeting of the St. Paul's Insti- 
tute in London, Mr. E. @. Clayton, F.C.S., de- 
livered an interesting lecture on matches, 
which he largely illustrated by chemical ex- 
periments. He said that the sale of matches in 
Eogland represented about two millions of 
money annually, and gave employment to 
many thousand people. He explxined the 
preparation of phosphorus—discovered by 
Brand, of Hamburg, in 1673—from the calcined 
remains of bones, adding that it was exceed- 
ingly difficult to prepare, especially that kind 
known as the white er yeliow, which was 
transparent. The people employed in the man- 
ufacture were subject to a dreadful disease 
knowa as “necrosis,” the first symptoms of 
which resembled common toothache, but grad- 
ually grew worse, and resulted in the entire 
decay of the lower jaw. Owing to this fact, 
phosphorus was almost ignored for one hun- 
dred years. The lecturer concluded by point- 
ing out the many inventions which had been 
made during the past two centuries, and which 
had ended in the introduction of the safety 
match. Lucifer matches were invented by 
John Walker of Stockton-on-Tees, in 1827, but 
it was only after the invention of red phospho- 
rus by Schroller, which was improved by Lum- 
strom of Sweden, that safety matches were in- 


vented by Bottger and patented in England, 
oo 2 


Honey and Beeswax in California. 


There was no honey produced on this coast 
when the rush to the gold fields commenced in 
1849 and for years after that time all the honey 
used here was imported from the East. The 
immense quantity of flowers that grow in Culi- 
fornia led to a hive of bees being brought out 
by way of experiment. It was a success, and 
from this small start the production of honey 
has increased to such an extent tbat it is nowa 
very important article of trade, in which large 
capital is invested. The first honey was pro- 
duced near Sacramento, but the hives were 
subsequently removed to Southern (alifornia, 
San Diego county is regarded as the pioneer 
county of honey, and as having been the lung- 
estin time of its production, as well as the 
largest producing county in the State. The fol- 
lowing brands, Mountain White, White and 
Golden CO, are well known all over the United 
States. The record of the last six years shows 





that in 1880 the product was 3,000,000 Ibs; in 1881, 
1,200,000 Ibs; in 1882, 1,500,000 Ibs; in 1883, 1,400,- 
000 Ibs; in 1884, 3,6000,000 Ibs; and in 1885, 2,000,- 
000lbs. The entire crop of 1885 in the United 
States is estimated at about 26,000,000 Ibs, The 
California honey having in all the last years 
been sent abroad ia perfect purity and without 
any adulteration has gained such a reputation 
that it is eagerly sought ufter in preference to 
allother honeys. Since July Ist, 1885, no honey 
has been shipped to Germany owing to the high 
tariff which was imposed on it. The re- 
cent extremely low freights have caused 
large shipments of honey to be_ sent 
to the East, and they have absorbed so 
much of the surplus stock that the supply is 
rather short for a good article. The outlook 
for the next crop Is very favorable; it isnotex- 
pected to be large although, perhaps, uot so 
large as in 1884, but it is as yet too early in the 
season to predict with possible certainty what 
the quantity of the yield will be. In cold 
weather the bees do not make much honey, 
neither do they in too hot weather; they work 
only in a warm and pleasant temperature. The 
honey is graded according to color; as extra 
white, white, light amber, amber and dark. 
Liquid honey is desired by consumers here in 
preference to comb, Often honey candies, but 
it can easily be melted by putting the cans into 
warm water. Some honey candies in a few 
months, others not for years. It is hard to say 
why some honey candies quicker than others. 
The flowers all give out some water In deposit- 
ing honey, and the bees take it up when gath- 
ering the honey. It might. be the greater or 
lees presence of this water in the honey which 
causes itto candy. Honey is largely shipped 
to England by sailing vessels around the Horn. 
Beeswax is an important production, and a 
prominent article in trade. Large shipments 
have been made East in consequence of lower 
freights; and also by sailing vessels to Europe.— 
San Francisco Com. Herald.

The Potash Trade. 


Kuhlow’s German Trade Review says: A 
Stassfort correspondent writes that the anaoual 
meeting of the chloride of potash manufactur- 
ers was held last week. The presidentinformed 
the meeting that last year the chloride of pot- 
ash business took a slow but steady turn for the 
better and the prospects for this year are ex- 
tremely hopeful. The output was in both Jan- 
uary and February of this year 30,000 centner 
more than in the same months of 1885, and in 
the first half of March 20,000 centners more, 
though on account of the ice in the river the 
shipments had not been larger. He held it de- 
sirable to increase the output of carnallit 10,000 
centners per day because of the large contracts 
already concluded and the favorable prospects 
for consumption. Such an increase would be 
justifiable even if the consumption did not in- 
crease in a greater degree than it had already, 
but it wasthe general opinion that the sale 
would materially increase on the re-opening of 
navigation. Whether an increase of 56,000 
centners per day should take place at once and 
another similar increase at a later date was a 
matter for the decision of the syndicate. It 
was stated that the contracts of the French 
Government in chloride of potash would be . 
issued in a few days. The syndicate was cor- 
dially thanked for its successful work, and the 
members were almost unanimously re-elected. 
Herr Mook gave a report on the results of his 
visit to America. This report was satisfactory 
beyond expectations, not alone in regard to the 
large orders which have of late come from 
America but also to the prospects of a growing 
consumption in that country. The American 
Government took a lively interest in kali 
manuring, which was eminently suitable for 
tobacco, sugar-cane, and other plantations, and 
was also a necessity in North America, just as 
in Europe, a8 a substitute for animal manures 
in agriculture. The consumption of kainit de- 
creased last year in America, but the highest 
percentage chloride of potash was used in a 
greater measure, as it works more effectually 
while the freightage of both chemicals is the 
same. 

The Ascania Chemische Fabrik, Leopoldshall, 
manufactured last year 200,226 centners of raw 
carnallit and produced therefrom 36,250 cent- 
ners of chloride of potash, all of which was sold 

by the syndicate; the residuum was sold 
in various ways at good current prices. The 
protracted frost has hindered the output this 
winter and stocks have accumulated by reason 
of the Elbe being frozenin. The profits ofthe 
year amounted to 83,422 Mks,

TUESDAY EVENING, April 20, 1886. 

The market during the past week has re- 
mained very quiet, but steady, with values 
showing but few fluctuations. The arrival of 
the overdue Newcastle steamers has relieved 
market of the anxiety manifested by those who 
had goods upon them for delivery upon con- 
tracts. As the bulk of these cargoes go into 
consumption, no surplus stocks are being 
pressed on the market. Caustic soda continues 
to flow in upon a dull market. Bleach is firmer 
under cables reporting a stronger market 
abroad, and the same may be said of chlorate 
of potash. Sal soda is weak and dull under 
free arrivals. The other light chemicals are all 
steady and few changes are reported. Mr. D. 
B. McCulloch, in his circular under date of 
Liverpool, April 8, says: ‘Chemicals remain 
Steady but stagnant. Salt cake, soda ash and 
caustic soda more inquired for. Bleaching 
powder dull, soda crystals slow. Chlorate of 
potash less depressed, tartaric acid quiet, citric 
acid lower. Nitrate of soda does not improve 
but holds its own. Sulphate of ammonia in the 
absence of buyers, has continued to droop; 
prices irregular and rather unsettled, but there 
seeins to be a steadier feeling at the close. The 
buying for March was altogether overdone, 
the supply proving considerably larger than 
anticipated and much in excess of bona-fide 
demand.” 


Heavy Chemicals. 
Carbonated soda ash 48 percent of the various 
Liverpool makes continues in light stuck on 
the spot available for prompt delivery. The 
demand, however, is not active, otherwise con- 
iderable trouble would be experienced in exe-, 
uting orders for prompt shipment. Values, 
remain steady at 130@145c as to make and 
quantity with sales of 75 tons reported within 
the range. High test remains very quiet under 
& moderate demand. The sales comprise 50 
tons at prices ranging from 1 2244@1 30c as to 
brand, quantity and holder. The shipments 
for March show a falling off as compared with 
1835, but for the first three months of the year 
there is an increase, they being 29,108 tons 
against 27,339 tons for same period of 1885. 
Messrs P. D. Carr & Co,in their late circular, 
say: “Soda ash makers are well off for orders, 
although carbonated ash isa shade lower, that 
for caustic ash has kept up, and sales of 48 
per cent have been made at 13-32d and 144d 
The price for forward delivery is no lower, but 
it is expected to advance.”’ 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent has been in better 
demand both for spot and for forward ship- 
ment. Several of the large paper mills have 
been purchasing their supplies for the next 
three months to come. The sales comprise 150 
tons at prices ranging from 125@130c as tu 
quantity and make, while for jobbing orders 
up to 13gc is demanded. High test remains 
quiet at 144@1 30c as to quantity and holder. 
Messrs. J. P. Brunner & Co in speaking of the 
Liverpool market under date of April 10, say: 
*Soda ash moves but slowly. A few sales bave 
been for the States at 11-16d for 48 per cent 
caustic ash and | 3-32d for 48 per cent carb ash 
We quote: Caustic ash 48 per cent, 1 1-16@14¢4 
56 58 per cent, 1 3-32@i}4d. Carb ash 48 per cent 
11-16@144. High test 1 4-32@1444. 

Newcastle soda ash 48 per cent, previous to 
the arrival of steamers which were several days 
overdue, was very scarce on the spot and fancy 
prices were being asked for store lots. The 
market, however, since these arrivals has 
assumed its former quiet tone, although the 
bulk or these cargoes goes into consumption 
and do not come on the market for resale. 
There has only been a light demand for future 
shipments, as the high price demanded by 
holders has a tendency to restrict trade, and 
meanwhile buyers are only purchasing to cover 
current needs. The saies comprise 150 tons at 
prices ranging from 125@1 30c, as to quantity 
and holder. High test is in the same position, 
with 1244@1 25c being lowest price named. 
The shipments from Newcastle to the United 
States for the month of March shows a decided 
falling off, while the total for the firat three 
months of the year as compared with 188} 
shows an increase, they being 4,723 tons as 
against 4,062 tons. 

Bleaching powder continues to come freely 
to hand, but so farthe demand has been suffi- 
cient to prevent any surplus stocks being 
pressed on the market. Earlyin the week 
there were some lots of Liverpool brands held 
by outsiders who were anxious to sell rather 
than store who accepted 1}¢c for 75 casks, With 
the opening of the week cables were received 
quotirg a higher market abroad and limiting 
price for prime makes of Newcastle brands at 
155c, while for high test Liverpool steamer 
shipments the price ranges from 1 60@165c as 
to make and quantity, with sales of 275 cks re- 
ported within the range, The shipments from 
Liverpool to the United States and Canada for 

the first three months of the year show a de- 
cided falling off, they being only 10,553 tons as 
compared with 11,126 tons for the same period 
of 1885 Mesers J P Brunner & Co in their late 
circular say: ‘Bleaching powder in poor re- 
quest, and although £6 5s has been paid for 
special brands, some makes could be had at £6 
2s 6d. The demand from America is disap- 
pointing.” 
Caustic soda 60 per cent is quite scarce on the 


spot for immediate delivery but as the demand 
for this article is gradually becoming less every 
year not much interest is shown when stocks 
do become light, For shipments over April 
and May there have been a few sales made at 
2 67144@2 70c as to brand and quantity. The ar- 
rivals of high test continue to come freely to 
hand, and as the demand is somewhat limited 
owing to many of the large consumers having 
already made contracts tor their future wants, 
the bulk of arrivals will be placed in 
store to wait the opening of the canal. 
“Cables were received on Monday quoting 
a higher market abroad and to _ store 
rather than accept less than 2 45c.’’ Conse- 
quently the 1,000 dms of “Bull” brand of 75 per 
cent will be stored. The sales comprise 300 dms 
of 74 and 75 per cent at 2 45@2 47440 asto brand 
rep quantity, also 250 dms of jobbing orders at 

¥4@24c as to quantity. The shipments to 
me ‘Veleee States and Canada for the first three 
months of the year were 8,491 tons against 7,926 
tons for same period of 1885, while from New- 
castle they were only 310 tons against 475 tons 
for 1885. Messrs. J P Brunner & Co in speaking 
of the Liverpool market under dateof April 10 
say:"*Canstic soda rather firmer owing to a better 
inquiry from the continent. A few hundred 
tons of 70 per cent have been placed at from £8 
63 3d@8 7s 6d, principally at the higher figure. 
Atthe close £8 7s 6d is lowest price for 70 per 
cent. We quote: 60 per cent £7%s6d. 74 per 
per cent £9 5s, 76 per cent £LII@II 5s. 

Sal soda English, previous to the arrival of 
the three Newcastle steamers was held steady 
at 85c as by some it was douvted if one of them 
would ever come tohand. Since their arrival 
the market has been somewhat unsettled owirg 
to the free offering by outside holders who pre- 
fer to sell from dock rather than store. The 
eales comprise 250 tons at prices ranging from 

77}4@85c as to quantity and holder. An coffer 
of 67}44c cash was declined for 50 tons from 
dock. The shipments from Newcastle to the 
United States for the past three months show 
an increase over 1885 for the same period 
they being 4,922 tons against 2,776 tons. 
Late mail advices quote the foreign markets as 
being dull and weak under a light demand. 

Sal soda, American, is very quiet at the mo- 
ment, owing to the free offerings of the foreign 
makes at lower prices. There is however the 
usual jobbing demand, which is satisfied at 
prices ranging from 90395c fob, less 14% per 
cent for cash, as to quantity and style of packing 

Salt cake has been in better demand for ship- 
ments during April and May, with sales report- 
ed of 150 tons at 6244@65c as to test, make and 
quantity. Domestic makes are scarce for 
prompt delivery and are held firm at 6744@70c 
for future, as to quantity and make. Messrs. 
P. D. Carr & Co., in speaking of the Liverpool 
market in their late circular say: ‘Salt cake 
has kept low; 26364 was taken for April and 
May, but it closes better; 27364 at Widnes has 
been paid for prompt, and there are buyers 
now at 27s. Consumers however, show no de- 
sire to contract over the year, and the trouble 
in Belgium has put a stop to buying for that 
market.” 

Soda carbonate is meeting with an improved 
demand, which prevents apy accumulation of 
stocks. The sales comprise 175 tons at prices 
ranging from 175@180c, as to quantity and 
date of delivery.

Acetic acid is meeting with an improved de- 
mand, as many of the large consumers are 
drawing freely on their contracts. For spot 
and forward delivery 2c is lowest named for 
round lots, while in a jobbing way the price 
ranges from 244@2!4c as to make and quantity, 
The sales comprise 47,000 lbs within the range. 

Oxalic acid as is usual at this period of the 
year is very quiet. In the absence of any ac- 
tive demand values are nominally quoted at 
7@7%c as to make and quantity. 

Tartaric acid as the season advances is begin- 
ning to show more life. Values, however, re- 
main steady at previous quotations for deliv- 
ery up to July. 

There has been a good consumptive demand 
in progress during the week for the various 
grades of acids. Stocks in consequence are 
light in makers hands thus enabling them to 
obtain full prices. Sulphuric acid 66 per cent. 
is moving freely in a large way at 1 05c, while 
for jobbing lots 1 10@1 15c is named. Chamber 
acid is steady at previous quotations, as the 
bulk of contracts fo. delivery over the year 
have already been placed. For the present 
prices range from $9@1050 per ton f 0 bas to 
make, quantity and date of delivery.

‘Trade has been exceedingly quiet this week. 
Buyers are toagreat extent only taking what 
is actually required for their immediate wants, 
and for which they are paying no more and in 
some instances less than previous quotations. 
The arrivals have been in moderate quantities 
an? a greater portion gone to fill contracts. 


Carbonated Soda Ash, 48 Per Cent—Liver- 
pool brands are obtainable on spot at 140@ 
1 45c, with a probability of less being accepted 
for around lot from dock. To arrive 1374%@ 
140c are the ruling quotations, and also apply 
to shipments. The demand has been limited, 
as many buyers bave aiready supplied them- 
selves with stocks to run them along until the 
end of the blast. Fifty-eight per cent is quiet 
both on sput and to arrive, and prices remaiu 
at previous quotations. Newcastle 48 per cent 
can be had on spot at 1 35@1 40c, with sales con- 
fiued to small lots; to arrive 132}44@1 35c is 
named, and 130c would possibly buy a round 
lot on offer. Caustic soda ash 48 per cent, is to 
be had on spot at 137}@1 4244c, as to brand 
and quantity.

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Recent Chemical Researches. 


The following items of interest were con- 
tained in the last number of the Phar. Jour. 
and Trans.: 

The peculiar varnish-like lustre of the petals 
of the buttercup is attributed by Dr. M. Mobius 
to a highly refractive yellow oil existing in the 
epidermal cells, increased by the fact that the 
layer of cells of the mesophyll is densely filled 
with minute starch grains. 

The root of Nablus albus, Hook., used in 
domestic practice in the United Statesasa 
remedy in dysentery and asa tonic, has been 
examined by Mr. Neri B. Williams, who found 
it to contain tannin, gum, extractive coloring 
matter, waxy matter, resins partly soluble in 
ether, and about 12 per cent. of ash. The root 
bark of Fraxinus Americana, examined by Mr. 
J.C. Roberts, yielded tannin, resin, sugar, an 
aromatic volatile oil, and a small amount of 
alkaloid, which, however, he did not succeed in 
obtaining in the crystalline form. 

Herr E. Bombelon announces that he has suc- 
ceeded in isolating from the betel nut a volatile 
alkaloid resembling nicotine, to which he has 
given the name “arekane.”” He describes 
it as being left on the evaporation of an ethere- 
al solution as a colorless oil, smelling like weak 
meat broth, and with a strongly alkaline reac- 
tion. It forms varnish-like salts with tartaric, 
citric, hydriodic and salicylic acids, the sali- 
cylate having a tobacco-like odor. The hydro- 
chlorate gives with platinic chloride a yellow, 
with gold chloride a light yellow,with mercuric 
chloride a white,and with tannin a whitish pre- 
cipitate, ‘The tuste of tho free alkaloid, as well 
as of the salts, is said to be at first impercepti- 
ble, but afterwards becomes acrid. The alka- 
loid increases the secretion of saliva, slackens 
the pulse and has a purgative action. 

In a thesis presented to the Ecole Superieure 
de Pharmacie of Montpelier, M. J. B. Vignoli 
has given a full account of the Cay-cay, a epe 
cies of Irvingia found in the forests of Sary- 
ninh in Cochin China, and which, like I, Bar- 
teri, of Western Africa, yields a large per- 
centage of fat. This fut is contained in the 
dried seeds to the extent of 52 per cent. It is 
easily saponifiable and yielded 63.7 per cent. of 
fatty acids, of which 30 2 per cent. consisted of 
oleic acid and 385 per cent. of undetermined 
acids, supposed to consist partly of stearic and 
margaric acids. The fatis not used by the na- 
tives, except for making candles; but it is sug- 
gested that it might be worthy of atrial for 
the purposes of making soap, 

Statements that have been made recently as 
to the antimalarial properties of certain pre- 
parations of oranges and lemons lend interest 
to an investigation by M. Tanret as to some 
immediate principles in the rind of the bitter 
orange (Comptes Rend., cii., 518). By various 
treatment ofan alcoholic extract of the peel,M. 
Tanret has succeeded in separating—(a) acrys- 
talline acid, insipid and non-volatile, insoluble 
in water and ether, slightly soluble in cold al- 
cohol, but more soluble in boiling alcohol and 
chloroform, and having a composition repre- 
sented by the formula Cy4Ho,0,4; (b) a non- 
crystalline, resinous body, extremely bitter, 
nearly insoluble in cold water, but freely solu 
ble in boiling water and in ether, alcohol and 
chloroform, and baving a composition approx 
imating to that of hesperetic acid; (c) a crys- 
talline glucoside, isomeric with hesperidin, and 
named isohesper din; (d) hesperidin; and (e) a 
glucoside to which the bitterness of the peel is 
attributed and which has been named “ auran- 
tiamarin.” Aurantiamarin is soluble in all 
proportions in water and in alcohol, but is in- 
soluble in ether and chloroform. It ig the nat- 
ural solvent ot hesperidin and the bitter resin

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Muriate of Potash and Kainit. 

A circular bis been issued by Mr. H, H. Sal- 
mon of this city, the agent of muriate of potash 
manufacturers at Stassfurt Germany, in 
which he says: [shall endeavor to give the 
reason why more muriate of potash should 
be used upon the land, andalso giving stat- 
istics showing the increasing consumption 
ofMuriate of potash as plant food, while 
the statistics show that kalnit consumption is 
decreasing

This may be accounted for from the fact that 
the farmers are now requiring their chemical 
plant food to exist in 4s pure and concentrated 
form as possible, without the admixture of im- 
purities merely as makeweights, They know 
that in the best Nol muriate of, say, 84 per 
cent strength they obtain 53 per cent pure pot- 
ash, whilst guaranteeing not over one-half of 
one per cent chloride of magnesia, whilst the 
inferior qualities of muriate contain often 3 to 
6 per centof chloride of magnesia, an ingredi~ 
ent so destructive to plantsand causes the mix- 
ture to cake after mixing. Kainit contains 
only 124 per cent. pure potash, with ch'oride 
of magnesia in abundance, and after taking 
inland freight into consideration,they find they 
can obtain their potash elements even cheaper 
in No. 1 muriate of potash than any other form 
of potash. If consumers would study the 
amounts of potash extracted from the soil by 
the various crops they would be astonished to 
find how large a quantity of potash is consumed 
by these crops per acre, and therefore the ne- 
cessity of increasing the quantity of potash 
in these mixtures. For instance, in a large 
crop of the following kinds, say: 


lbs of potash. 
Wheat—There is extracted from the soil.... 42 
Rye = = cus ae 
Oats - ” fe seco ae 
Corn ~ - ” ++. 144 
Potatoes “ = = eussme 
Tobacco ” ba - oo. 200

How is it therefore possible to replenish this 
exhaustion by merely giving the land a super- 
phosphate with only 2to5 per cent of potash, 
and then distribute over an acre 250 to 400 
pounds? A superphosphate with only 2 per 
cent potash contains in a ton 40 pounds potash. 
If you give 259 pounds to the acre, you only 
put into the . oil five pounds of potash to the 
acre. If you put 400 pounds, you put only 
eight pounds. But suppose there is five per 
cent? That is 1:0 pounds potash to the ton. 
Therefore, if you put 250 pounds to the acre 
you distribute 1244 pounds potash; if 400 pounds 
then 20 pounds to the acre. It is evident from 
these examples that the soil requires more pot- 
ash than has heretofore been given it, and 
therefore it requires absolutely more potash to 
supply the exhaustion, 


In the New Jersey Agricultural Experiment 
Station Bulletin No. 38, of December 3ist, 1885, 
there is an admirable and very exhaustive re- 
port upon the results of experiments in grow- 
ing Sorghu a by the application of differen 
chemicai fertilizers, showing conclusively that 
the best form potash in its effectiveness was 
the “No. 1 Muriate of potash,’”’ thereby upset- 
ting the heretofore conceived idea and theory 
that high grade sulphate was the essential ele- 
ment in the cultivation of the sugar cane.

influence,thirty per cent. of its increased sugar 
yield being due to improvement in quality. The 
conclusion is, therefore, that potash was the 
element which exerted most marked effect 
upon sugar production. On page 12: In order 
to test the difference between canes fertilized 
with muriate and “sulphate of potash,” two 
large tracts, one eight and a half acres, the 
other nine acres, were taken for experiment. 
The muriate of potash tract yielded fourteen 
tons and the sulphate of potash tract nearly 
eleven tons peracre. Page 13: The cane from 
each plot was milled and its; juice handled 
separately. The sugar boiler, Mr. Schatte 
claimed, that the “pan” from the “‘muriate’’ 
cane was the best one of the season; the yield 
of sugar was sixty pounds per ton of unstripped 
and untopped sorghum. 

The mill juice from the cane grown with 
sulphate of potash was very dark colored 
and could not be properly classified by the 
usual method; for this reason it boiled badly 
in the vacuum pan and the experiment was 
abanduned. The cause of this trcuble may be 
entirely foreign to the fertilizers, but the 
higher price of the sulphate, and its relatively 
low yield of sugar per acre, at present ont- 
weigh its heavier yield of sugar per ton of cane. 

Of all of the elements, potash in the form of 
muriate exerted the most marked effect upon 
the y:eld of sugar per acre, its best result 
being secured when it was combined with 
nitrogen. I have thus given sufficient extracts 
to prove conclusively the superiority of * No. 1

Business shows no signs of improvement, and 
in fact the market has a quieter appearance 
even than at this time last week. The strikes 
at the mills have a most depressing effect upon 
all branches of business from which they draw 
supplies, and the dyestuffs trade seems to be 
suffering even to a greater extent than the 
rest. There are no important features in the 
market, the feeiirg in spite of the dullness be- 
ing one of steadiness. 


Aniline colors have shown no appreciable 
change since our last, though prices still tend 
in buyers’ favor. There is very little demand 
at the moment, and that comes from consum- 
ers who have special needs to fill. 

Alizarine meets with a steady moderate de- 
mand, the sales being almost entirely of small 
lots for present consumptive requirements. 
Prices have not changed since our last and we 
repeat our quotations of 20@2le according to 
brand and quantity. Alizarive assistant pre 
sents no new features and may be written quiet 
and steady. We continue to quote 10@20c ac- 
cording to quantity and strength. 

Albumen is not receiving much attention, 
buyers still limiting their purchases to small 
lots. Prices are steadily held and we continue 
to quote 1744@20c for prime domestic blood, 15c 
for dark No 144 and 35@40c for egg. 

Bichromate of potash is without animation, 
the demand being entireiy for small jobbing 
lots. Prices are steady and show no change at 
974@i0c as to quantity. 

Cochineal finds an outlet only in a retail w y, 
but the small supply keeps prices very firm, 
We quote 32@33c for silvers, 35@36c for blacks 
and 37@38c for gray blacks. 

Cutch is easier, owing to the lack of import- 
ant demand and the apparent anxiety of some 
holders to dispose of their stocks. Sales on the 
spot are only inasmall way. We note 200 bgs 
from vessel in port at 634c, and small sales of 
Diamond 8S M from store at 6%@ic. For star B 
and MM slabs the quotations are 644@7c. There 
is nu change in the quotations of goods on the 
way. Boston advices report the sale of 160( 
bales diamond 8 M to arrive at 6c. 

In gambier very little business has been done 
since our last. Buyers not being in immediate 
want of stock are holding off for lower prices. 
There is not as much confidence apparently 
felt by holders, and though they ure not urg- 
ing sales they show siore willingness to meet 
consumers views. There have been sales re- 
ported ot about 500 bales to land out of the 
Eclipse at 4 60@434c, though at the close 444@5c 
was asked for further lots. There have been 
no important sales of store lots and prices are 
somewhat nominal at 5@5'4c. 

Dyewood extracts are in moderate request 
the demand for consumption being small com- 
pared with that of previous corresponding sea- 
sons. There have been no changes in quota- 
tions and the market may be written steady. 

The improvement in the demand for indigo 
noted in our last did not continue,and the 
market has been very quiet during the week 
just closed. There is still some inquiry, but it 
is entirely of a jobbing character. Prices show 
no change, the market remaioing firm at pre- 
vious quotations, 

Turmeric is without animation,-the only 
sales reported being of small lots from store. 
The market is steady and unchanged at 4)@ 
4%c for Corringa and Pubnaand 45¢c for Al- 
leppy on the spot. 

Yellow prussiate of potash is in the usual 
jobbing demand, and remains steady in price. 
We continue to quote 20% . 2lc, at whieh there 
have been small sales. Kedis neglected and 
prices are nominal. 

Starch is in moderate request and remains 
steady in price. Ten of the Northwestern mar- 
ufacturers of corn etarch met in Chicago on 
Thursday and Friday last week and formed a 
combination for the purpuse of regulating 
prices. They agreed to make an advance but 
left the fixiog of the new prices to the presi- 
dent of the association who will probably call 
a meeting v ithin ten days tosubmit the revised 
figures to the . ssociation. No attempt was 
made to regulate the production. More details 
of the meeting will be tound on our editorial
